Officers Have a Fight with the Rob- 


bers and Captus: One of Them, 
Who Hai Afi the Money

clal.)—A battle between five bank rob- 
bere and several officers occurred at an 
early hour this morning near TuNahoma, 
Coffee.county, in an attempt made by 
the latter to arrest the former. 

Shortiy after 19 o'clock the Coffee 
County bank, in Manchester, was bro. 
ken into by the robbers, who, after 
blowing open the safe by the use of nitro- 
giycerine; took . % in currency from the 

- safe and, hurrying to a hand car on the 
branch line of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louls railway, started for 

Tullahoma. While the robbers were in 
‘the bank, next door to the telephone ex- 

change, their presence was discovered by 

Mrs. E. R. Taylor, whose husband is the 

superintendent of the telephone exchange, 
‘and she quietly notified Sheriff Powers of 

the fact. The sheriff hastened to the 
bank, but when he arrived he found that 
the robbers had completed their work 

and had fled. . 

Mrs. Taylor informed the authorities 
at Tullahoma and a party of deputies at 
once started toward Manchester to look 
for the robbers. The latter left the hand 
car at Hickerson, a station near Tulla- 
homa, and were walking across the 
country when they were met by the 
officers, The latter fired upon the party, 
who returned the shots, but no one was 
wounded, and all the robbers except one 
succeeded in making their escape. The 
one who was captured had $8,000, the 
money taken from the bank, concealed !n 
a sack. He would not give his name, but 
maid that he was a member of a good 
family in Ohio, and that he belonged to 
a gang of professional robbers who had 
got tOgether at Rechard on Thursday 
last, and decided to rob the Manchester 

dank. 

They reached Manchester last nlaht and 
awaiting thelr opportunity, when all was 
quiet, they effected an entrance to the 
bank and blew open the safe. The money 
secured from the robber was currency, 
the robbers being afraid to take a large 
amount of securities and other valuables 
from the safe, for fear they would be 
traced to them. 

The prisoner was taken to Manchester 
and lodged in jan, while bloodhounds 
‘were put on the track of the other rob- 
bers. 2 

The appearance of the prisoner in Man- 
‘chester caused considerable excitement, 
and talk of lynching him was made, but 
the authorities succeeded in restoring 
Order and no trouble is expected. A vigor- 
ous search is being made for the other

He was related by marriage to high offl- 
cers, and was a free giver for charitabie 
purposes. It was satd in his defense be- 
fore the court that he had made a will 
leaving to the Prussian government the 
bulk of his fortune to establish an instl- 
tution for insuring laborers against loss 
of work. The Sternberg case is working 
lden end ruin among others, The death 
of Von Meerscheidt Huellessem, the sus- 
pended chief of the criminal department, 
announced at the same hour as Stern- 
berg's sentence, had a pecuiiarly tragical 
effect. The public instantly assumed that 
he had committed suicide, but the physt- 
clans certify that he died of apoplexy. 
Von Meerscheidt established a reputa- 
tlon by introducing the Bertillion anthro- 
pometric system in Germany. The case 
of Sternberg will continue long to occupy 
the public mind. It is expected Sternbe:g 
will appeal again to a higher court, Fur- 
thermore, numerous prosecutions of per- 
sons connected with the Sternberg cause 
are pending. A number will be tried for 
perjury, and three lawyers ate under in- 
vestigation for unprofessional conduct or 
collusion to circumvent juatice, The pub- 
lic demand for reform of the criminal 
police, which cid not yield fruit in Win 
connection with the Von Tausch cause, 
uus now grown Imperative, It Is authen- 
tically reported that the authoritics are 
preparing a measure for reform,

Boer General Is Locked Upen As a 
Great and Daring Leader. 


HIS CAPTURE IS DESIRED 


Reverses for the English Troope Are 
Now the Expected Event. 


CITIZENS ARE GROWING INDIFFERENT 


South African War Engrosses the 
Time and Attention of All 
Persons Alike. 


London, December 22.—Genera] Dewet 
would be by far the most acceptable 
Christmas box to the average English- 
man. Though there seems little likell- 
hood of the wish being granted, the de- 


sire for the suppression of this wonder- 
| ful Boer leader, however, is accompanied 


by generous admiration of his latest 


feat. 


“It would be unworthy of the British 
“to refuse the 


Mant as the unexnected dash backward 
of Dewet and his men through the Brit- 
ish lines.“ 

Other papers take the same view, com- 
paring the ride to Springhaas nek with 
the charge at Balaklava. In fact, ad- 
miration for the extraordinary daring 
displayed by the Boerg on this occasion 
almost predominates over the chagrin at 
the failure of the British officers to cope 
with their opponents. There is spring- 
ing up a philosophic indifference to the 
incapahbility ‘of generals in South Af- 
rica. Reverses have become the expect- 
ed. Last Christmas society almost went 
crazy over plum puddings and chocolate 
hampers sent to the soldiers on the 
veldt. This year they are not men- 
tioned. In fact, the public is unutter- 
ably weary of the long drawn out strug- 
le, whose only interesting features are 


athe sensational successes of Dewet. This 


in no way affects the government, whose 
determination to fight it out to the bitter 
end is evident from its decision to rein- 
force the already huge army in South 
Africa. Several members of the cabi- 
net, however, would be heartily grateful 
were the Boer leaders to sue for peace. 

The Nicaragua canal still falls to 
aroume any really deep interest here, as 
it ia thoroughly understood that Great 
Britain will take no action in the near 
future, and the Chinese negotiations are 
regarded more in the light of a mo- 
notonous farce than a serious problem, 
thanks to the absurd misunderstandings 
which have arixen between tho powera 
themselves, The only quarter in Lon- 
don where tho performance is thoroughly 
enjoyed is at the Chinese legation, in 
which Sir Chih Chen Lo Feng Luh, the 
minister of China, mourning secludedly 
for his brother, is reported to dé in a 
atate of perpetual chuckle over the atti- 
tude of Christendom. 

More the question of the day is Amer- 
ica’s commercial rivalry, which, through- 
out the week, has been forming the 
basis for long analytical articles in the 
Daily Express and the Daily Mail, writ- 
ten by engineering and other experts, 
who detail the results of recent tripa 
to the United States under the headlines, 
“Wake Up, Bngland,” “Why We Are 
Falling Behind,” ete; reiterating that 
the English manufacturers lack inttia- 
tive and are absurd in their conserva- 
tism, which is summed up in the follow- 
ing paragraph in one of the articles: 

„it the foregoing facts are unpalat- 
able it is better they shauld be known 
than that the nation should continue to 
dream on in a fool's paradise until the 
next cycle of bad trade, when we may 
find our markets in the possession of 
others.“ 

The announcement that The Nether- 
lands does not consider itself bound by 
the Paris- Venezuela commission decis- 
ions regarding the Anglo-Dutch frontier 
is not regarded by the foreign office as 
being of any importance, or as likely 
to form the basis for international] fric- 
tion, The Dutch boundary is a compara-

STRIKERS MAKING TROUBLE.

Workmen Are Driven Away by the 
Idlers. 

Antwerp, December 22.--The striking 
dockmen became, more defiant today ana 
their attitude resulted in several con- 
flicts with the police, one of which was 
serious, During the morning: groups of 
strikers interfered with the men who 


their places, and in several instances the 
new men were maltreated. 

Thig afternoon, when an attempt was 
made to resume operations as the Cokerill 
wharf, 2,000 strikers attempted to prevent 
the resumption. The strikers were dis- 
persed by the police with drawn sabers, 
and under police protection work was 
begun by the foreign hands. Later the 
strikers menaced men who were working 
upon the eteamer Mas and threatenea 
them with death. The workmen were put 
to flight. 

The most serious outbreak. of the day 
occurred at the Cokerill wharf, where the 
strikers reassembled and were charged 
by the police with drawn sabers. The 
Officers used their revolvers also, and it 
is stated that thirty men were wounded, 
ten of them seriously.

AMERICANS WEREN’T SNUBBED. 


Social] Features Were Open to Visitors 
from United States. 

New York, December 22.—Ferdinand W. 
Peck, commissioner-general to the Paris 
lemvosittion, Mrs. Peck and Assistant 
Commissioner-General Woodward were 
among the passengers on the St. Louis 
which arrived here today. With regard 
to Americans being disgruntled at being 
unable to get Invitations to various func- 
tions in Paris, Mr. Peck said: 

„1 am sure there was no hard feeling 
because of a failure to get invitations 
anywhere. We always did the best for 
anyone that we could. First, we looked 
after the national commissioners, then 
the state officials, and then the promi- 
nent Americans. We received a great 
many requests with which it was impos- 
sible for us to comply; but every one 
understood the shuation and there was 
no hard feeling. 

“With regard to the part which the 
United States took in Paris, I will only 
— that we are well satisfied with the re- 
sult. It was freely admitted that the dis- 
play of the United States was the most 
prominent of the foreign nations. Outside 
of France, we occupied a greater area, 
had more exhibitors, our 1 has 
expended less than any other of the great 
nations, notwithetanding our disance 
across the sea, and our greater territory 
in which we collected exhibits invo.ving 
a larger outlay . The total ex- 

nditures of Germany, Russia and the 

nited States vary but very little. 

“The real test of the relative position 
taken by the exhibitors of the United 
States in the exposition lies in the fact 
that they have received a much larger 
number of awards than those of Ger- 
many, Russia Great Britain, Austria or 
any nation foreign to France.”

(a) Embodying a perpetual rohibi- 
tion, under penalty of death, of mem- 
bership in any antiforeign society; 

(b) Enumerating the punishments that 
shall have been inflicted on the guilty, 
together with the suspension of all of- 
ficial examinations in the cities where 
foreigners have been murdered or have 
been subjected to cruel treatment; and 

(c) Furthermore, an imperial decree to 
be issued and published throughout the 
empire, ordering that the governors gen- 
eral. (viceroys), governors and all pro- 
vincial or local officials shall be held re 
sponsible tor the maintenance of order 
within their respective jurisdictions, and 
that in the event of renewed antiforeign 
disturbances or any other infractions 
of treaty occurring, and which shall not 
forthwith be suppressed and the guilty 
persons punished, they, the said officials, 
shall be immediately removed and for- 
ever disqualified from holding any office 
of honor.

The Chinese government to deter- 
mine in what manner to reform the de- 
partment of foreign affairs, and to modi-

Until the Chinese government has com- 
plied with the above conditions to the 
satisfaction of the powers, the under- 
signed can hold out no expectation that 
the occupation of Pekin and the pro- 
vinces of Chi Li by the general forces 
can be brought to a conclusion.

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MURDERER. TRIES SUICIDE 


gree and a Pistol and a Knife 
Are Used To Arbitrate the 


Existing Differ- 
ences. 


Washington, December 2.—Frank H. 
Morris, of Ohio, auditor of the war de- 
partment, was shot and instantly killed 
about 2:10 o'clock this afternoon by Sam- 
uel MacDonald, also of Ohio, recently a 
disbursing clerk of the treasury, in the 
former's office at the Winder buitding, 
on Seventeenth street. MacDonald af- 
terward shot himself and also slashed his 
throat with a penknife. 

Auditor Morris was closeted alone with 
MacDonald when the shooting occurred 
and in trying to make his escape, he 
‘assaulted the watchman, Thomas Cusick, 
with the butt of his revolver. He was 
arrested while leaving the building. Be- 
fore being taken into custody, however, 
he shot himself in the stomach, and also 
made an ugly gash in his throat with a 
small penknife. When the officers ar- 
rested him he was heard to exclaim: 

1 did it. I know I'm done for.“ 

An eye-witness to the latter part. of 
the encounter between the two men 
stated that, upon, hearing the sound of 
shots, he ran into the auditor’s office, 
which he had just left. Upon entering 
the room he beheld the to men strug- 
ling in each other’s arma MacDonald 
holding his revolver close up to Morris's 
breast. MacDonald, after firing again, 
atempted to get out of the room, but en- 
countered a number of clerks and em- 
ployees, which the sound of the firing had 
brought to the doors, and then turned 
and fired again. This is believed to have 
been the fatal shot. Employees who 
knew MacDonald said hg had had a 
grievance against Morris, who he claimed 
was responsible for having his pay re- 
duced. Others who knew him said that 
they could not attribute his deed te any- 
thing but a diseased brain from over in- 
dulgence in liquor. He was well regard- 
ed by the treasury officials, but wag not 
popular with some of the subordinates 
in his office, who complained that he was 
unnecessarily harsh .n his treatment of 
them and often exacted more work than 
they could _MacDonald is a brother 
of William H. MacDonald, the well-known 
baritone singer of the Bostonians, and is 
said to have educated him for the operat- 
ic stage. He has been in the government 
service since soon after the civil war. 

In February, 1900, his accounts were 
found short $1,000, and upon being re- 
quired to make an explanation, he claimed 
that on one occasion he had forgotten to 
close his safe on leaving his office, and 
that it had been robbed of the $1,000. He 
pr.duced evidence which tended to exon- 
erate him from the charge of taking the 
money, and as he immediately made good 
the amount, nothing further was done 
except to reduce his salary to $1,400 and 
transfer him to the office of the auditor 
for the postoffice department where he 
was employed at the time of the trage- 
dy. It is stated that MacDonald has 
been a hard drinker at times, and that 
many of his misfortunes can be traced 
to this source. He has many friends, 
however, whe regard him as a man of 
many excellent cualities.

Mississippi's Back Tax Case Against 
Illinois Central. 


CHARTER EXEMPTS ONE ROAD 


That Is the Decision of Chancellor 
Conn. 


BAINS GETS CONTROL OF Cu baer 


End of a Celebrated Contest for Pos- 
sicn, by a Father, of His Two 
Children. 


Jackson, Miss., December 22.—Uniless 
the United States supreme court should 
reverse the decisions of the Mississipp! 
courts in the celebrated back tax cases 
against the Illinois Central, the decision 
of Chancellor Conn in the mandamus 
action brought by the railroad commis- 
sion against the Gulf and Ship Island 
road to enforce the new mileage tariff 
on cotton seed will be of no material 
benefit to the Yasoo and Mississippi 
Valley road, although the charter of the 


latter system is very similar in its word-. 


ing to that of the Gulf and Ship Island 
road. The chancellor's decision in effect 
says that the Gulf and Ship Island road 
has charter rights exempting it from 
the orders of the ratiroad commission 


and ordinarily the same might be applied | 


to the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 
road were it not for the fact that the 
State courts have head that by its con- 
solidation with the Illinois Central the 
Yazoo and Mi#issippi Valley lost its 
charter rights or virtually abandoned its 
charter. The attorneys for the railroad 
of course contend otherwise, and this is 
the chief point upon which the decision 
of the United States supreme court in 
the pending ck tax cases will be 
based. It is the general opinion among 
members of the bar that the state reve- 
nue agent will win the back tax cases, 
and a decision!) is expected within the 
next few weeks. If this should be the 
decision of the court, in addition to Mis- 
sissippi getting one and one-half million 
dollars from the Illinois Central and 
its associate branches the railroad com- 
mission will not be blocked from insti- 
tuting the general reform of freight rates 
now in contemplation. 


Much speculation is now being indulged 
in by the state press concerning the fu- 
ture of the piney woods section of Mis- 
sissippi after it has been denuded of its 
timber, and some pessimistic editors are 
nelined to the opinion that the now 
prosperous towns and villages will lapse 
into what Mr. Cleveland once termed a 
state of innocuous deseuetude. This opin- 
fon, however, is not shared by those who 
have pinned their faith and invested 
their money in the piney woods. Several 
generations are yet to pass before the 
virgin forests are entirely despolled. 
Much of the valuable timber lands are 
held by large syndicates and they are 
not pursuing a policy of ruthless devas- 
tation, but are cutting the timber sys- 
tematically, and in a manner that will 
allow the younger trees a complete 
growth before being felled and converted 
into a marketable product, The worst 
injury to the pine foreats ia being 
wrought by the turpentine diatillers who 
attack the small trees. One larger lum- 
der concern ning about 200,000 acres 
estimates that they can run their plant 
perpetually and secure ten million feet 
of lumber per year from the present 
holdings. It has also been made apparent 
by agricultural experiments that the 
piney wood lands are susceptible of a 
very satisfactory cultivation, especially in 
sugar cane, some of the tracts being 
equally as fine as those in Louisiana. 


G. W. Bains, of Birmingham, plaintiff 
in the celebrated habeas corpus case on 
which the supreme court reversed itself 
Monday, was in the city Friday and 
took nossesslon of his two little children 
from whom he has been separated for 
the past twelve years. Bains spent near- 
ly $10,000 in fighting for the possession 
of his children, and the sult has perhaps 
attracted more attention than any simi- 
lar proceedin= that has been brought be- 
fore the courts for many years. A great 
deal of bitter feeling was engendered dur- 
ing the two years that the matter has 
been pending in the courts and the fact 
that three families In as many different 
states, and all of high social standing, 
were involved, gave additional interest 
to the controversy. The children them- 
selves, one of whom is fourteen years 
of age and the other ten, objected stren- 
uously to the separation and wept bitter- 
ly at the parting with thelr punts. 


The effect of the short corn crop in 
Mississippi is now being keenly felt by 
the farmers. Immense shipments from 
western and northern markets are com- 
ing this way and the farmers are com- 
pelled to pay stiff prices for the grain 
necessary to put their cattle on the mar- 
ket or get them in proper condition for 
home consumption. The demand for corn 
is also made greater by the shoptage of 
the crop of cotton seed. At nearly every 
country railroad atation in the state it is 
ho uncommon sight to see a dozen wagons 
lined up beside a box car and being filled 
with as much corn as the scantily fed 
teams can pull, and then wend their 
weary way back to the farm. The farm- 
ers of Missisainnl have not yet learned 
the art of making corn and plenty of it, 
and until they do so the agricultural 
interests will continue to suffer. 


The students of Millsaps college, the 
leading Methodist educational institution 
of the state, are up in arms over the 
resolutions adopted at the recent con- 
ference sessions at West Point and Brook- 
haven suggesting to the board of trus- 
tees of the college that football be pro- 
hibited except on the home grounds and 
between students of the college only. 
These resolutions, if followed, will cause 
an abandonment of all intercollegiate

be rescinded.

STRANGE SITUATION OF A GLASS TUMBLER 


Thirty-Eight Hundred Degrees Dif- 
ference Between the Top and 
 ° Bottom of the Glass. 


Columbus, Ga., December 22.—(Special.) 
The first liquid air lecture, with actual 


experiments with the air, ever delivered 
in Georgia was had before the Columbus 


lyceum and the Eagle and Phenix Club 
this week. The lecturer was Mr. Ar- 
thur Roberts, of Chicago, who brought 
with him a tank of the liquified air, pro- 
tected from the. heat of the atmosphere 
by double walls, between which was as 
rear an approach to a yacuym as science 
can devise, 

The air in its condensed shape was ob- 
tained from a northern factory where 
it is manufactured by the thousands of 
barrels by a process entirely mechanical. 
An intense cold of.313 degrees below sero 
is required for liquifying. 

At the lecture here the air was poured 
from special double walled vessels into 
omen tin cans. It boiled furiously aa it 


came into contact with the warm atmos- | 


phere and dense cleuds of vapor arose 
only to stick to the fleor. The lecturer 
remarked that this was not Washington 
or Chicago air, unchained as a result of 
exposure, but was simply Columbus mist 
formed by contact with the Iiquified arti- 
cle, 

A fresh, live rose was dipped into a 
pan of the liquid and a moment later, 
when it was taken out, it was as brittle 
as thin glass; a mere tap of the finger 
sent it to the floor shattered into a thou- 
sand pieces. And yet, though frozen, the 
rose retained its brilliant colors. 

A newspaper was likewise dipped in, 
and when it was lifted out a light blow 
from the lecturer's little hammer shat- 
tered it into fragments. 

An ordinary rubber ball was placed in 
the Hquid air a moment. and was then 
dashed to the floor, Whére [t crashed into 
infinitesimal pieces; it was brittleness 
typified. 

A rather startling and most contradic- 
tory state of affairs was next illustrated. 
An ordinary glass tumbler was filled 
with liquid air. In the bottom a num- 
ber of cranberries were placed and they 
froze instantly—froze so hard that when 
they were afterwarde thrown to the floor 
they rattled like bullets. The bottom of 
the glass was 312 degrees below zero. 
In the middie of the glass the lecturer 
stuck a lighted match and instantly an 
intensely white flame arose. In this 
flame two steel pens were welded. To do 
this required a heat of 3,40 degrees above 
zcro. This difference of temperature of 
the middle and the bottom of the glass 
was thus 3.800 degrees. That a mere 
couple of inches should have represented 
such a remarkable Ulfference of tempera: 
ture is truly wondérftl. The g itty 
not seem to be inivreck by es 
of great heat and great c to whioh it 
had been subjected, . 

The lecturer dipped a plece of tin in 
the liquid and easfiy tore it to pieces; 
froze mercury so hard that, in the shape 
of a nail, he drove it into a hard sub- 
stance. A vessel containing the liquid 
was dipped into water, and when it was 
brought out the botfom was covered with 
ice—it had frozen the water instantly. 

It will be remembered that an effort 
was made to have a liquid air lecture at 
a Georgia chautauqua last summer, but 
it failed because the lecturer could not 
then make suitable arrangements with 
the express company for the shipping of 
the liquid. The Columbus demonstration 
was the first in the south with the excep- 
tion of one in Little Rock. The lecture 
there was arranged by the board of 
trade, which chartered a special train 
to bring the air through.

CAUSES A FIGHT 


Pactions of Louisiana Republicans Af- 
| ter the Office. 


CONDITION OF RESIGNATION 


Postmaster Wanted To Name His 
Own Successor. 


THE PROPOSITION WAS REJECTED 


New Orleans Mayor Wins a Victory. 
Cuts Made in Several City De- 
partments—Opposition. 


New Orleans, December 21.—(Speclal.)— 
The resignation of Postmaster Pitkin has 
caused a flurry in republican circles and 
will lead to a bitter fight between the two 
republican factions. Pitkin did not want 
to resign, but was forced to do so by 
those who helped him out f the Van Slin- 
geriand trouble, and who saw that if he 
held on the scandal would reach great 
proportions for Mr. Pitkin, although a 
postal official was charged with violating 
the postal laws in sending obscene matter 
thropgh the mails. He sought to tender 
his resignation with conditions. offering 
it immediately “if the postmaster general 

res it." And also tried to ame the 
condition that if the resignation were ac- 
cepted he should be allowed to name his 
succesgor. It is neediess to say that the 
resignation was gladly accepted and that 
Mr. Pitkin's proposal to fill the office with 
a friend of his was peremptorily rejected. 
As a mattor of fact he had the support of 
neither of the. republican factions, and 
got the position as a compromise’ candl- 
date, becaure the contestanis could net 
agree, and because he was thought to 
have rendered the national ticket val- 
uable support In previous campaigns. 

The news of his resignation was fol- 
lowed by a wild rush for the position. 
Every republican of prominence is a can- 
Gidate for the place. Among the most 
prominent are Dennis Sholars, candidate 
for lleutenant governor on the republican 
ticket this year, but previously un inde- 
pendent democratic senator; General J, 
H. Cosgrove, a strong Bryan man in 
1896, but manager of the late republican 
cumpaign; and H. Dudley Coleman, who 
went over to the republicans in 1854 and 
served one term in congress. All of these 
gentlemen are members of the Lily White 
faction of the republicans. This faction 
has the ear of the pustuffice department 


beyond all question, and all the vacunt 


pustmasterships have been appointed 
from its ranks. This, however, has been 
of but little advantage to the Lily Whites, 
for Senator McEnery, who, although 
elected a democrat, has great influence 
with the administration and the republi- 
can senators has succeeded in holding up 
all the nominations of Lily White post- 
masters. A test case was made of the 
Opeleusa postoffice. Judge Dupie, who 
until lately was prominent in democratic 
circles and held the important position of 
district judge until this year, joined the 
republicans in the late election, and being 
the most prominent republican in that 


section was appointed to the Opeleusa 
postoffice as soon as a vacancy occurred. 
Senator McEnery has succeeded in de- 
feating the confirmation of Judge Duple 
as postmaster and holding up al) similar 
appointments. Just what course the ad- 
ministration will follow it is difficult to 
foresee. The two factions, regulars and 
Lily Whites, who patched up their dif- 
ferences, or at least seemed to do so in 
the state and presidential fight, are now 
at it again with great gava gendes The 
administration candidate, Mr. Lewis 
Ciark, member of the republican national 
committee and a Lily White, seems to 
have more influence with the president 
than any republican in the state, but 
whether he is able to get the plums or 
not, remains uncertain. No bitter is the 
fight between the two republican factions, 
that a number of republican officials in 
the United States custom house are ac- 
tually suggesting that it might be well 
for the president to appoint a conserva- 
tive democrat as post master, as there is 
no republican who has not so identified 
himself with one or the othgr factions 
that his nomination will arouse bitterness 
that will prove of the utmost injury to the 
party. 

Mayor Capdeville has won another 
victory, and is proving a most useful 
mayor. In the appointment of the bud- 
get, the council found it necessary to make 
cuts in several departments. The New 
Orleans board of health and the fire 
board objected to these cuts, and 
endeavored to bully the mayor and coun- 


cent in the pay of all firemen, and evi. 
dently counted on all firemen striking. 


.| The city was threatened with an increase 


of the insurance rate by the insurance 
companies because the council had not 
provided for a department equal to the 
fire needs of the city. Finally the board 
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fire board, it being charged that its ex- 
travagance is responsible for the fact 
that there is not enough money available 
for the firemen. 

The acceptance of the bid for $12,000,000 
of the new sewerage and drainage bonds 
of the city is another victory for the 
mayor. The bids caused some little pop- 
ular disappointments. The people had 
been led to believe that the city could 
get the money needed to complete its 
sewerage and drainage plant at 3% per 
cent; but only $4,500,000 was offered at 
that figure. And the law required that 
the entire Issue—$12,000,000— should be ta- 
ken up. This amount was bid for by a 
gentleman of New Orleans and New 
York banks for 4 per cent, at 104,619, 
which is equivalent to 3% per cent. The 
financiers think this a good bid, for the 
bonds are currency bonds, which renders 
it impossible to place them in Europe. The 
legislature being overwhelmingly Bryan, 
a gold bond was under question.“ 

Of the issue, the firm of Edward Jones 
& Co., of New York and Philadelphia, 
took $4,800,000. This firm has shown ita 
great confidence In New Orleans and Lou- 
isiana by meeting over $10,000,000 in serial 
securities In the last few months. It took 
first the entire new isaue of the Abcha- 
falaya levee bonds at $000,000. Following 
this up, it secured the contract of ‘the gas 
works at $3,700,000, paying 135 for the 
stock, and finally it bid in for nearly half 
the new municipal bonds -These at- 
ments alone are levee bonds, $600,000; 
gas works, $4,675,500; sewerage and drein- 
age bonds, $5,021,712; total $10,297,212. The

The city has one year to determine 
what it shall do in the matter of its water 
supply, and that year fs to be given up to 
experiments to determine whether the 
Mississippi river water can be purified so 
as to become healthful, or if not. whether 
a sufficient supply can be obtained from 
the streams in eastern Louisiana or by 
means of artesian wells. The experi- 
ments at Anderson park in the filtering 
and purification of Mississippi river wa- 
ter have reached such a stage that there 
seems to be no longer any doubt that the 


river water can be made suitable for 


drinking. This wily be a great saving, for 
river water can naturally be obtained 
far more cheaply and abundantly than 
any other. All previous experiments of 
filtering it have proved failures not only 
at New Orleans, but at St. Louls, Mem- 
phis and other points, the water contain- 
ing a large amount of very fine sand that 
very soon ruins ail filters. A Philadel- 
phia company expended some $300,000 In 
filtering experiments at New Orleans a 
few years ago, and threw up the job as 
impossible. 

Several important improvements here 
have been reported during the week, 
bearing evidence of the continuance of 
the business activity with which the 
re — — September.

ay mentio the refrigerating plan 
to be estahlished here by the ; 
packing house, and which, it is said, will 
be the largest in the world: the founding 
of a new national bank, the Commercial, 
the business of the city having outgrown 
its present banks; the consolidation of 
the Carrollton and Orleans railroad linea, 
and the agreement of the house naval 
committee to largely increase its ap- 
propriation fer the New Orleans naval 
station.

A con- 
solidation of these has been several times 
proposed and has been very nearly con- 
summated, but the financial difficulties 
of the largest line has prevented a con- 
solidation which must sooner or later 
come.

Police and special detectives reported 
yesterday that the city was alive with 
shoplhifters. The merchants were having 
the greatest difficulty spotting the 
thieves, and in some instances persons 
who appeared to be of respectability were 
caught, but were not arrested because 
they paid for what they had takén. Of 
course such persons did not confess to 
stealing, but claimed they were only 
handling the goods with a view to making 
a purchase, 

Detective Tom Barrett, who has been 
watching three or four of the principal 
stores on Whitehall street, made four ar- 
rests yesterday and he stated to the re- 
corder that these were only taken in 
custody as an example. 

“They are just a few examples out of 
hundreds,” said the detective. ‘Store- 
keepers have been kept as busy watching 
the thieves as they have been selling to 
honest customers.“ 

The shoplifters have given more trouble 
in toy stores than anywhere else. These 
places have been so crowded and the 
clerks kept so busy that it is impossible 
to watch everybody. Even the special 
officers stationed in the stores could not 
detect every thief. 

In nearly all the stores where the goods 
were exposed to view and touch there 
has been stealing. 

The cold weather made cloaks and overs 
coats a necessity, and it is very easy to 
slip a small article under either and carry. 
it off without being detected. 

A large number of small white and 
negro boys were caught and some of 
them prosecuted before the recorder. 
The boys as a general rule confined their 
stealing mostly to fireworks. 

The merchants are thoroughly alive to 
the fact that their stores are being 
looted by these shoplifters and in many 
stores a large number of special officers 
will be placed tomorrow and a close 
watch will be kept for such thieves. 

One merchant estimates that he will 
lose $1,000 by shoplifters this year.

take its place? 

Here in America we have, to be sure, 
the aristocracy of wealth, which often 
procures position to its possessor, We 
can juxtapose for dramatic effort the 
rich man and the poor man, the mis- 
tress and the maid. But this does not 
produce the proper dramatic contrast. 
The gulf between poverty and wealth is 
tut a narrow one, easily spanned by the 
first favorable turn of fortune. Their 
is nothing of the inexorableness of caste 
about it. I nfact, the slightest trick of 
luck might reverse the relative positions 
The maid of tomorrow may be a greater 
lady than her mistress of today. 

Must we conclude then that demuc- 
recy is not the most conducive atmor- 
phere for the playwright’s art? Bifted 
down to its final analysis we find that 
in almost all plays this quality of caste 
ia the motive germ, and we find it in 
Shakespeare and in ancient plays as well 
as in modern. Besides these, in America 
we have a certain popular class of war- 
time plays, worn now rather thin, with 
a maiden on one side and her long-loved 
awectheart in the ranks of the enemy. 
(A Uttle difference of opinion like that, 
howkver, Was never yet known—in 3 
play—to keep true love asundef.) This 
used to be a favorite dramatic motiy, 
but it ia about frassied out now. 

The only substitute that our country 
can offer approaching the value of clase, 
and tas haa its narrow limitations—is 
in the old time southern slave's position 
in relation to his master. This supplies 
an extreme instance of caste, but cuts 
off all posalbilities of romance. It might 
be objected also that this subject in it- 
self ia not one expedient for dramatiza- 
tion.

There is something grotesque if not 
pathetic in the vagerness with which the 
tired but enthusiestic crowds invest in 
horrible and hideous contraptions which 
will bring bitterness to the souls of their 
friends on Christmas morning. No sane 
dealer would offer for sale at any other 
season the stuff which finds a ready 
market at Christmas time. There seems 
to be an hypnotic effect in the season 
to warp men's judgments and to open 
their purses. 

Whoever expects to get home from & 
shopping expedition with anything more 
than his life has optimism beyond ex- 
perience. For extracting one's superfiu- 
ous change the whole town is one vast 
sot machine. The minute one's foot 
touches the pavement some enterprising 
little newsboy with a nickle-in-the-slot 
bank will spot one as an easy mark for 
his begging, and no sooner is one little 
wretch satisfied than a veritable train 
of them pursies one all along the 
streets. The fact that it's Christmas 
time seems to them sufficient excuse to 
levy their importunities on the public.

When the train stopped at Sum- 
mit a pretty girl boarded it. She was un- 
accompanied, but went to the rear of the 
car, and spoke to two men and a woman, 
whom she evidently expected to meet on 
the train. The four conversed for a few 
moments, when suddenly the girl ran to 
the front of the car.

COLUMBIA'S BURNT DISTRICT 


Interesting Gcssip From South Caro- 
lina’s Capital City. 
Columbia, 8. C., December 21.—(Special.) 
Columbia's burnt district presented an un- 
sightly appearance today. There is gen- 
eral regret that the firemen, unable to 
save one of the best blocks of buildings 
in town, suoceeded in stopping the flames 
just when they reached the nest of hid- 
eous and inexpensive shacks on Assembly 
street. For three biocks this thorough- 
fare is lined) with one-story shanties, and 
although most of them are old and built 
of wood, they have immunity from fire 
that is wonderful: On the rear of the 
best business blocks in town their re- 
moval is wished by progreasive Colum- 
bians. But they were cheaply built when 
land was cheap and as the present rentals 
pay handsomely on the investment, their 
owners are not = dispaged to make & 

change. : 

There is much speculation as to whether 
the Jerome hotel will be rebuilt. Mr. 
Thomas Fagan, the present owner and 
proprietor, is not a hotel man by pref- 
erence, and betng advanced tn years, ia in- 
disposed to embark in the business, but 
the hotel which was dullt by his brother 
ten years ago, has always been a very 
profitable investment and will control 
paying patronage if rebuilt. Since it was 
bullt the land occupied has more tan 
doubled in vale and the site is one of 
the cornera in town. If the land can 
be bought from Mr. Fagan there will be 
lively bidding. It is an admirable place 
either for an office building or bank. 
All the rest of the burnt district will 
be reconstructed as soon as possible, and 
in each instance the buliding erected will 
be an improvement on the old. 


J. A. Willis, an alderman and the 
largest manufacturer of engines and 
farming machinery in South Carolina, 
had a very narrow escape from death in 
the hotel. He had managed it years 
ago, when it wes first opened, and know- 
ing the halls, led some of the most ven- 
turesome firemen to a spot where they 
could fight the fire to advantage on the 
third floor.

WAS IN TROUBLE FOR A YEAR 


American National Bank Now ia a 
Critical Condition. 


QUITE A SUM WAS ADVANCED 


Monumental City at One Time Had 


9600,000 in Cosh on Depesit, 
But Drew It out. 


Baltimore, December 22.—In (financial 
circles little surprise was expressed today 
that the American National bank of this 
city had, suspended. It is said that the 

Raltimore clearing house association 
mad practically carrted the institution 
since leat December. Upon the report of 
@ recent examination into its affairs, it 
was decided by the association yesterday 
to notify the comptroller of the currency 
of ita condition, The associated banks of 
Baltimore have advanced the embarrassed 
institution $30,000, which it is said is well 
secured. 

During the administration of Mayor 
Malster. who was then director of the 
bank, the American National was one of 
the city’s depositories, the municipality at 
one time having $600,000 on deposit with it. 
Upon assuming office in succession to Mr. 
Malster, Mayor Hayes withdrew the $200.- 
000 due the city. The directora of the 
bank held a meeting today, but declined 
to make a statement for publication. 

This is the first faflure of a national 
hank in Baltimorm since the national 
banking law went into effect. 

As a direct result of the embarrass- 
ment of the Amer can National bank. The 
Economy Savings bank, which accupiles 
Offices in the same bulliding, and whose 
directorate is largely drawn from the 
latter’s stockholders, also failed to open 
its doors this morning. 

The directors made the following state- 
ment: 

“Owing to the fact that our cash funds 
are deposited in the American National 
bank, we have been compelled to suspend 
Payment. We expect, as soon as its af- 
fairs are straightened out, to pay our 
me gens 9 full, and ho that they 
will only suffer a alight inconvenience 
from a possible shortness of Christmas 


money.”

Lawyers Who Defenied Goebel in 
Gubernatorial Contest May Sue 
Late Governor’s Estate 


Lexington. Ky., December 22.—(8pe- 
clal.)—Not since state affairs assumed a 
more quiescent state after the democrats 
had obtained control of the offices at 


Frankfort has there been a subject 


which has caused more discussion among 
the politicians of the state than the re- 
cent publigation that neither doctors nor 
attorneys Wee Willlam Goebel had been 
paid for thé@ir services; the attorneys for 
their work in the gubernatorial! contest; 
the physicians for thelrattendance at the 
bedside of the wounded man. There 
were rumors of a suit for $25,000, in 
which the ‘attorneys and the physicians 
were to unite, but on further investiga- 
tion the story vanishes into smoke. The 
fact remains, however, that the dine 
have not been paid. The physicians, 
with a single exception, say that they 
have presented no bills; the lawyers say 
their claims have been sent to Mr. Ar- 
thur Goebel, but that they have received 
no answer. 

One peculiar development of the mat- 
ter is that Dr. J. N. McCormack, of 
Bowling Green, who was the physician in 
charge at Mr. Goebel's bedside, did not 
receive the fee of $10,000, as was 80 ex- 
tensively published a few months ago. 
On the other hand, it was announced 
that he intended to sue for that sum. 
The day on which the statement first 
appeared, he refused elther to affirm or 
to deny it. The day following, after giv- 
ing the matter mature deliberation, Dr. 
McCormack decided that he had no in- 
tention of bringing a suit for the amount 
mentioned, and went further in saying 
that he had given his: services to Mr. 
Goebel as a friend, and that he had 
never presented a bill, and did not intend 
to do so. Drs. Hume and Ely. of Frank- 
fort, have given out the statement that 
they heard of ne agreement by which 
the Goebel brothers were to pay Dr. Mc- 
Cormack any sum fer his services, and 
Dr. Hume intimates that the matter of 
the $10,000 fee was first suggested by Dr. 
McCormack for the purpose of advertis- 
ing himself. The Frankfort physicians 
affirm that they presented no bill for 
their services, and that it was under- 
stood among the physicians generally 
that no bills were to be presented. Dr. 
Ap. Morgan Vance, of Loulsville, who 
was called into consultation by the Goe- 
bel brothers, says Ne has presented a 
personal bill for $500 for his services, but 

as received no reply from Mr. Arthur 
Goebel, to whom it was sent.

The enttre question, however; seems to 
be in a fair way toward a settlement 
out of court. Former Chief Justice W. 8. 
Pryor, who has the claims in hand; feels 
certain of getting a settlement out of 
court, but it is probable that if such an 
agreement is reached it will only come 
about after a considerable amount has 
been scaled off the bills which have been 
sent in to Mr. Arthur Goebel. The en- 
tire fortune of Willlam Goebel, amount- 
ing to 3. 000, was left to his brother, 
Arthur Goebel, and this would have been 
attached had a sult been brought. This 
airing of the nonpayment of claims 
against the estate has done the memory 
of the dead man no good, for political 
tongues will babble ahd it has been a 
sweet morsel for politicians who opposed 
the dead leader. 

That a change has. come about in the 
political feeling of thre people of the state, 
no one can doubt. The volcano of passion 
and prejudice which spouted fire and lava 
during the campaign of 1599 has burnt it- 
self out and shrewd politicians look for 
a sweeping change throughout the state. 
It is expected that this will occur in the 
primaries which will be held in the var- 
jous counties of the state at different 
times during the next two or three 
months. Better men are expected to of- 
fer for office and in some counties have 
already done so. In Franklin county, 
at a recent primary, Folonel E. H. Tay- 
lor defeated William Cromwell in the race 
for state senator from that district, it 
being, under the agreement between the 
three counties, the time for Franklin 
county to send a representative. Crom- 
wells defeat war. to a large degree, due 
to the fact that he was known as a ma- 
chine candidate and the expressed satis- 
faction of politicians of other counties 
shows the way that the wind biows. 


The passage of the Roreing judicial bill 
in the house of representatives, dividing 
Kentucky into two judicial districts, waa 
not a surprise to republicans fof the 
state, that they feel that the bill tn just 
as certain of passage in the senate. Mem- 
bers of both parties in Kentucky are in 
favor of the bill as it has for some time 
been agreed that the federal business of 
the state should be put late the hands of 
two judges, both for the convenience of 
those who come before the court and in 
order to expedite business. 

Ail of the officers af the present court 
reside in the western part of the atate, 
so that no changes will have to be made 
in the personnel of Judge Evans's staff 
on geographical grounds. A number of 
names have been suggested for the judge- 
ship in the eastern district, among the 
most prominent, being those of ex-Con- 
greasman Colson, of the eleventh district, 
and ex-Congressman Sam Pugh, of the 
ninth. Mr, Pugh has always been on the 
side of the administration with his vote 
while in congress and is decidedly in the 
president’s good graces. He was defeat- 
ed at the recent election by James N. 
Kehoe, but made a good fight and the 
race was so clone for a time there was 
talk of Pugh’s contesting.

The smallpox scare here has done much 
to injure the Christmas trade of the 
local nta, who supply the entire 
central portion of the state.

Rates and Railroads. 

It has been very justly said that the 
best governed country u the least gov- 
erned.” If this applies to the citizen in 
his relation to his country and his fel- 
low citizens, I cannot see why it is not 
equally applicable to those artificial citi- 
gens—corporations. It is wisely presumed 


| that the great bulk of humans, educated 


to the rights and privileges of clisen- 
ship, are able and willing to so conduct 
themselves toward their fellow men as 
to preserve personal and property rights. 
Gumptiary laws are always hurtful and 
demoralizing. Corporations can only ex- 
ist by right of the state; can only exert 
their powers within the limitations of 
their charters and in conformity to the 
laws of the state. Of late years there 
has been a decided tendency on the part 
of politics to usurp business. Of course 
politics end business are necessarily dl- 
vorced. Politics is a kind of luxury; bus- 
iness is a necessity. One of the most 
hurtful blows almed at the most prolific 
promoters of prosperity in recent years 
is the Cullom bill for regulating ral!way 
rates. The scheme of taking the manage- 
ment of railways away from their own- 
ers and placing it in the inefficient, if no 
worse, hands of government hirelings is 
handled without gloves by one of the 
largest and most successful business men 
of this country, Mr. E. C. Simmons, pres- 
ident of the Simmons Hardware Company 
of St. Louls, probably the largest in this 
country. Mr. Simmons says: 

“I object to the proposed bill because 
ite rate-making clause, providing that 
rates for all the railroads in this country 
should be mede by seven men, gives that 
set of men too much power to be safely 
intrusted to any set of men. I object be-

Soda Water Fountains in Great 
Britain. \ | 

United States Consul Marsha) Halstead 
writes from Birmingham: 

In a window of a chemist's shop (drug 
store) in the Grand Hotel block, on Col- 
n Cre row, Birmingham, there has been 
for two months a sign on an Amarican 
soda fountain advertising various sodas 
end phosphates. The fountain has deen 
a etriking success. The proprietor is an 
enterprising man who is ready to try new 
things. Following the installa*lon of the 
fountair came hot weather, and on one 


day he sold one thousand glass s of vari- 


ous flavors; om other days, Alx or seven 
hundred glasses; and even during recent 
cooler weather there haa been a profit, 
able business. The winter use of the 
soda fountain having been explained. he 
expects to build up a hot-beef-tea, hot- 
clam-juice (if he can get the clam juice), 
and soda-tonics trade. It was not possi-

He turned 
hia face toward the Harris county dele- 
gation, and in the immediate sweep of his 
eye were the Cook and Tarrant county 
delegations, and above the noise [T caught 
these words as they came with defiance 
indignant ex-goVv- 
ernor: 

„% have faced mobs before: they have 
shot me in the back. You white liverea 
curs may insult me, but you do not dare 
to get in reach of my nose to do It.’ 

“The ex-governor kept on talking and 
bitterly denouncing those who were of- 
fering him the insults, and finally got 
thelr attention) apologized for his harsh 
language, and he asked them then if they 
wanted to hear him, whereupon his 
friends jumped to their feet and shoutea 
yes. From that time on Hogg had the 
best of attention and triumphed com- 
pletely over his enemies. 

„But his remark about facing mobs ana 
their shooting him in the back recallea 
to mv mind a thrilling account, related 


vy himself, of his experfence in Van Zandt 


county years ago. He was governor anda 
had paid an official visit to the North 
Tezas asylum, and with him came Colonel 
Walter L. Malone, who was then at the 
head of the Fort Worth Gazette and a 
very warm friend of Hogs’s. It was in 
January, 1892, and the hot canvass of 
that year between Hogg and Judge Clark 
had already opened, but the governor haa 
not at the time of his visit to Terreli 
called the notable special session which 
modified the alien land law, elected Mills 
to the senate and did several other things. 


The conversation had been about politics, 


and suddenly Governor Hogg, who haa 
been a printer, turned to Malone and 
said: | 
Colonel, did you ever tramp! any?“ 
and without walting for an answer, the 
governor continued, expressing his sym- 
pathy and relating his experience. “Well, 
sir, I have a sympathetic spot in me for 
the unfortunate man that is thrown out 
of a job and by force of circumstances 
has to do some tramping. I never turn 
one of those unfortunate fellows away 
from my door.“ said the governor. and 


I always give every one something to 


eat that calls at my house.’ Then the 
governor related some of his experiences 
as a boy, which are substantially as fol- 
lows, as well as [ remember: 

“When I was about sixteen years old,’ 
the governor proceeded, ‘I was a printer 
and had been working for a paper in 
Cleburne, Tex., then a fronticr town, in 


Johnson county. The paper waa burned 


out and a report came in that the Indians 
were going to make a raid on the town. 


IT was out of a job and had only 15 cents | 


in money, and I made up my mind that 
would return to my old home in Chero- 
kee county. I found a gentieman who 
was going in a wagon ax far as Anderson 
county, and 1 got him to consent to let 
me ride with him that far. We started 
out. and he had but few rations, con- 
sisting for the most part of a little sack 
of cornmeal. We started out and the 
firat night we camped he made down his 
blanket near his mules so as to be near 
if any one tried to steal them. I slept 
under the wagon to take care of the little 
sack of meal. Late in the night an ola 
sow that was prowling around the wa- 


gon got hold of the meal and aroused 


me, and as I made at her she carried the 
sack with her and spilt the meal all out 
on the ground. This exhausted our gup- 
ply of rations, and we got up next morn- 
ing and started on our journey without 
any breakfast. Most men would have 
abused me roundly for allowing the old 
sow to destroy the bag of meal, but the 
gentleman with whom I was traveling dia 
not. We arrixed at Waxahachie next 
day and stopped in town for some time. 
and I bought 
three little sunburnt watermelons with 
it. We stopped in town for some time, 
and I supposed my friend was laying ina 
eupply of rations for the trip. In the 
evening we started on our journey. 1 
had had no breakfast nor dinner. I be- 
gan to get awful hungry. I said nothing 
about anything to eat, however; neither 
did my friend. We went on, camped out 
again and nothing was said about any- 
thing to eat, and it dawned on me that 
my friend was in the same fix 1 was— 
without a cent. 

Mo rose the next morning and pro- 
ceeded on. For three days we were with- 
out food. But my friend wag perfectly 
contented, it seemed, and sat on his wag- 
on and whistiea and sang as cheerfully 
‘ae i¢ he had all that he wanted. Never 
a cross word did he speak to me. He im- 
pressed me as a perfect Chesterfield ana 
gentioman. Arriving at the home of a 
brother of my host, in Anderson coun- 
ty, and driving up to the house, we got 
out and his team was taken charge of, 
and on the gallery of the farmhouse were

“One day, though, about thie time, a 
crowd of five desperadoes came into 
Quitman and was going to kill the. sheriff 
of Wood county. They had him cornered 
up in the courthouse. In those days the 
six-shooter was the law in that country, 
but @ had never received enough money 
for my labor to buv a alx-shooter. A 
friend named Moore and I atarted across 
the square and learned the object of the 
mob and that thev had come to town to 
kill the sheriff Moore proposed to me 
that we help defend the sheriff. Moore 
had a piatol, but I had no weapon. The 
few men in the little town hgd gotten 
into the stores and closed the doors. The 
desperadoes had terrorized the to and 
the people were excited. I ran to a store 
in which there were a number of men, 
and the store door was slightly open. 
They were armed with shotguns. I ap- 
pealed to them to come out and defend 
the sheriff. But they would pot. Finally 
I got one of the fellows to give me a 
single-barreled shotgun and Moore and I 
started after the desperadoes, who were 
on their way to the courthouse. About 
this time we were re-inforced bv another 
gentleman who ran from behind one of 
the stores and we threw our guns on the 
mob and ordered them to throw up their 
hands and surrendcr their six-shooters. 

fe got the drop on them and they gur- 
rendered. were disarmed and the sheriff's 
life wWas saved. After the desperadoes 
were inade prisoners, then the citizens 
came from behind their barricaded doors 
and wanted to mob them. 

“After this I went out to work on a 
farm with an old man with whom I had 
made a contract. I was to receive half I 
made. I cleaned up ten acres of postoak 
land and broke it up and planted it my- 
self and was to have all I made in the 
first year. If you have ever broke up a 
piece of postoak land you know how it is 
yourself. The runners would pull and 
stretch and I would dodge to keep them 
from strixing my shins when they flew 
back. They would break just when you 
were not expecting them to and fly back 
and strike my ships (The governor's legs 
bear the scars yet from the hruises of 
these postoak runners). Well, sir.“ he 


continued. my crop was laid by and I 


had a fine crop, and one day the old man 
who owned the farm came out. He look- 
ed mighty grum and sour. He began to 
talk like things didn't suit him. He 


| finally got mto a dispute with me and 


told me to go to town and wo would have 
a settlement. I weat and after a day's 
delay this old fellow came in. He went 
with me to a store at which I had done 


my trading and, calling the merchant, 


asked: ‘How much is Jim’s account for 
this year?’ Being told it was $0, the old 
man remarked: ‘Just charge that to me.“ 
saying which, he turned to .ne and gave 
me $16. I had been aix months maling 
the crop and cleaning up that postoak

About the middle of the next day after 
the night I was shot the doctor arrived 
and dressed my wound the best he could. 
He bid no gurgical instruments and 
probed the wound with a pine stick. Sa- 
bine river was out of its banks by this 
time from the effects of the rain the night 
before and a pine raft was made for 
taking me across the river, as I wanted 
to get out of that nelghborhood and to 
the home of the old gentleman with

tor was sent for at Quitman, fifteen miles 
away, and in the course oi two weeks, at 
my request, J was taken to Quitman in a 
two-horse wagon, where I hung between 
life and death in a half conscious condi- 
tion for weeks. M brother in law, a 
Physician from Rusk, came to stay with 
me and I was finally moved to Rusk in a 
buggy before my wound had healed.”

WHITE BOYS MUST BE TAUGHT 


About the Law Which Goes Into N- 
fect in 1908. 


EDUCATIONAL QUALIFICATION. NECESSARY 


The Matter of More Taxes from the 
Railroads—Ten Days’ Holigay 
in North Carolina. 
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Raleigh, N. C., December 22.—(Special.) 
The public school question is to be given 
a great deal of attention by the legis- 
lature. One proposition is to issue 
$2,000,000 in bonds, in aid of schools, There 
must be complete education of young 
white men who come of age by 1908, in 
order to give them the right to vote 
under the new law. The state will do 
its utmost for them. 


The fight to force the railways to pay 
more taxes is now fully on. The matter 
is before the federal courts, but the leg- 
islature may change the whole aspect of 
affairs by imposing a tax on gross in- 
comes, as it came very near doing two 
years ago. The federal judge, Simonton, 
to whom the evidence in the case of rail- 
way taxes now goes, has authorized the 
standing master, who is taking testi- 
mony in the tax assessment cases, to 
allow the introduction of testimony to 
prove the value of railway properties 
and stocks, but at the same time says 
it may be excluded when the evidence 
comes up for review before him. Some 
of the newspapers are very severe upon 
Judge Simonton, calling him a railway 
judge, and that sort of thing, but it is 
noticed that they do not say harsh 
things about the other federal judges. It 
ia learned that one of the latter let it 
be plainly known that he would, in case 
of attack, promptiy commit for con- 
tempt. 

The ex-Confederate Veterans’ State as- 
sociation meets in January to urge the 
legislature to give more money to the 
Soldiers’ Home. The latter gets now $10,- 
000 a year. On an average about sixty- 
eight veterans are present. The rall- 
ways give them free transportation, and 
they get furloughs and go visiting at 
their old homes. The home is fast be- 
coming a hospital. In a few years it 
will be entirely so. The legislature will 
be asked to give 90.000 annually. The 
fact is, the calls, not to say demands, 
upon the legislature for larger appropri- 
ations will break all the records. The 
hospitals for the insane want $260,000 


more than ever before, for example. The 
pensions now aggregate $112,000, and a 
large increase will be asked for. All 


this is in the face of the fact that the 
current expenses considerably exceed the 
present income, and that the state had to 
gell this year $148,000 of its bonds, which 
it had for over fifteen years been hold- 
ing as a “nest egg.“ There are now 
seven negro normal schools. It is pro- 
posed to cut these down to three. These 
schools are normals merely in name, and 
are simply free high schools. They were 
given to the negroes as a sort of “sop” 
years ago. 


The labor question in this state will be 
more discussed during the next ninety 
days than ever before. In the various 
towns organizers are at work, and these 
are mainly from other states. They are 
trying to get every conceivable sort of 
labor to form unions. A Texas man is 
doing this work here. There is a labor 
journal published here. It attacks the 
proposed law regulating factory labor, 
and providing for ‘compulsory education 
for children in factory towns. One of 
the reasons it gives is that such a law 
would be special and not general, be- 
cause other people would not be forced 
to send their children to school. The 
fact is that there is nothing the state 
needs more than compulsory education. 
The state labor commissioner sees this 
need plainly. 


Last year and tpis year the state pala 
nearly $22,000 as fees to lawyers employed 
as its counsel. Most of these were em- 
ployed by Governor Russell. who has haa 
a mania for law suits and whose ad- 
ministration has during nearly all its 
troubled existence been in a legal snari. 
The governor has been at feud with At- 
torney General Walker and would have 
nothing.to do with the latter. This feud 
hag cost tke state a pretty penny.

Captain Anderson Speaks. 
When the meeting was convened, Alder- 


man Johnson moved that the action of

Jacksonville, Fla., December 23.—(8pe- | 
clal.)—Dr. A. D. Wilttama, assistant 
surgeon of the United States army, has 
arrived from Porto Rico, where he was 
detailed to make a report on conditions 
of the people as observed by him on a 
march with soldiers across the island. 
That report was made to the adjutant 
general, department of Porto Rico, Zan 
Juan, and has not yet been received at 
the war department at Washington. A 
copy of the report was given to the press 
tonight by Dr. Williams, and shows an 
alarming condition of that island, hun- 
dreds of people dying every ‘week from 
starvation and in‘some of the towns thus 
afflicted not even a physician is to be 
found. 

“At Los Marias,“ the report says, we 
began to see the vanguard of misery. In 
that small, squalid town there ts no med- 
ical man, not even the native doctor. 
Many were sick. A Mr. Toncuand, the 
American school teacher there, told me 
that many of the people, not only of the 
surrounding country, but of the town, 
were in great distress, many dying. I 
asked him the cause of so much sick- 
ness, and so many deaths. He answered 
without hesitation, for want of food.“ 

“Captain Watts left with this gentle“ 
man two cans of army biscuits ‘for want 
of transportation.’ 

“A few days ago Mr. Foncuand sent

a messenger to Mayagues to beg me for 
medicine for the sick.

far-reaching in effect. Now, in summing 
up, I wish to call attention to the fact, 
that I am not touching this subject ex- 
cept from the standpoint of state policy 
in connection with state responsibility. 
The “heathen Chinee’’ may perhaps ex- 
claim: And do these things occur in the 
country that sends missionaries to show 
us the way, the truth, the light!” And 
the Buddhists may ack, “Is there, in 
the land of Christian civilization, abso- 
hutely no Christian charity?” But I set 
t. -se considerations aside, for I am not 
discussing the sincerity of our profession 
of faith, nor the e€ectiveness of our sys- 
tem of philanthropy. I am simply pro- 
posing a query, the reply to which may 
throw much light upon one feature at 
least of social control. 

Does Georgia, as a commonwealth 
stand for unlimited license in the rela- 
tion of the sexes, and if so, what affect 
will this have upqn the unwritten laws of 
the state's social policy?

The advice to the negroes to eml- 
grate to the north, where a black man 
has equal rights before the law with a 
white man,” appears very well upon 

r, but when put into practice it 

mes rather disappointing. When 
the negro wants work in the north he 
finds the doors closed against him—all 
except the court door, which stands 
conveniently open to give him undue 
punishment, his weakness considered. 
It has been demonstrated by statistics 
that the percentage of negroes in peni- 
tentiary in every northern state in the 
union is greater than that in the south 
This does not look as though extra con- 
sideration was given the black man 
in the hands of his alleged friends. 
Some negroes have in time past been 
misled into “emigrating north” to bet- 
ter: their condition, with unfortunate 
result.

Major Richard H. Pratt, superinten- 
dent of Carlisle Indian school, tells but 
the historic truth when he writes to 
Bighop Hill, colored; 

What I said was that slavery had 
brought 10,000,000 blacks from the torrid 
none into this enlightened country, taught 
them a new language and prepared them 
by association for citisenship. I am bee 
ginning to question whether freedom for 
your people in the United States ia ging 
to be such a boon to you and to the 
United States. 

We blame the people of the south for 
‘“Jim-crow" care. The Uniied States 
maker a conatitutional amendment that 
there shall be no distinction on aceount 
of race, color or previous condition of 
servitude.” Then congress immediately 
lemialatea that there shall be two regi- 
ments of cavalry and two ef infantry 
made up entirely of colored men. 

You certainly have no grounds to quar- 
rel with slavery unless you regret being 
transplanted from the jungles of Africa 
and your low estate there to the citizen- 
ehip, freedom and intelligence in the 
United States you now enjoy, for slavery 
was the bridge that carried you over, 
and there was not, and is not, another 
bridge equal to that job. : 

The highest tribute possible to the 
south today is the present position of 
the colored race as compared with the 
time when “they were transplanted 
from the jungles of Africa." Who de- 
serves the credit for the high civilisa- 
tion the American negro has attained 
—the first civilizatin ever known to his 
race—the southern people who have 
trained him to habits of industry, do- 
mestic life and religion, or the north- 
ern man, who got rid of him as soon 
as he found him to be unprofitable? 

The work of converting the jungle 
African into a civilization correspond- 
ing with that possessed by the whites 
has been in progress 150 years. Its ini- 
tial stage could never have been car- 
ried on under any other condition 
than that of slavery. Since, in the or- 
der of providence, the negro, thus pre- 
pared, has become a free man, the bur- 
den has been upon the white people 
of the south. Southern legislatures, 
within the past thirty years, have ex- 
pended 00,000,000 on elementary edu- 
cation for negroes. The state of Geor- 
gia has steadily resisted every provo- 
cation to confine negro education to 
the limits of taxable returns from ne- 
groes. Even as we write the report 
of the superintendent of education of 
South Carolina shows that 30,000 more 
negro children are attending the public 
schools than whites. Despite the in- 
creased expenditures for white schools, 
the better systems and the more nu- 
merous schools, the increase is slight. 
A few years ago the number of the 
races attending schoo] was about equal. 
According to the report of the state su- 


ed schoo] this year than last, while the 
increase of negroes waa from 146,477 to 
155,603, or 9,125, more than three times 
the increase of the whites.

But did he pursue the better course? 
There are times when the man's inter- 
est becomes swallowed up in that of the 
community. The atate claims the final 
sacrifice of the life of every citizen in 
emergency. The soldier is but one 
such citizen who has been marked for 
immolation. All war is not confined 
to battle array. It is steadily in prog- 
ress between savagery and civilization. 
The courts are continual scenes of eon- 
flict. Sometimes there arise cases gur- 

assing any expectation possible to 
aw, when human conservatism calls 
into play the weapon of original jus- 
tice—human impulse. In the present 
case even such a paper as The Phila- 
delphia Press feels called on to admit— 
The rich gain that the abductors real- 
ized will rouse the cupidity and hope of 
other miscreants all over the land. 
If there is any species of criminal who 
deserves to be shot on sight it is the 
kidnaper of children. There is terror 
in the very name of this fell crime. The 
suspicion of the proximity and purpose 
of would-be kidnapers is enough to 
bring panic into any household where 
loved little ones serve as a bait to these 
wicked and conscienceless outlaws. 

For the moment Mr. Cudahy was the 
sentinel upon the watchtower of so- 
ciety. He failed in his duty to society 
when he compromised with crime for 
personal reasons, 

The case of Charley Ross is recalled. 
The bereaved father might have made 
terms with the criminal and saved his 
child. He stood true to society; crime, 
vengeful no doubt, was balked; but 
society was saved from the loss of oth- 
er Charley Rosses. The Spartan father 
served his country better than if he 
had fallen in battle. The lesson lasted 
for years. 

In the last case the kidnaper was tri- 
umphant. There is money in the busi- 
ness, The sentinel has saved his child, 
but given rein to the criminal. 

And yet, notwithstanding all this 
and the lesson of it, the father's in- 
stinct was paramount—and who can 
blame the wealthy meat packer for sur- 
rendering to the impulse to save his 
child at all hasard? 5

The average number of employees of she 
road during the last twelve months has 
been 26,738, and it (as ia fairly estimated) 
each has at least three persons depen- 
dent upon him or her, the number of 
those benefited will be 80,000, 

A board of management is created. 
Any employee who is between sixty- 
five and sixty-nine yeara of age, who 
has been thirty years in the employ of 
the road and who is disabled in service, 
will receive a pension of 1 per cent per 
month, calculated upon his monthly 
rate of wages for the last ten years of 
his service with the company. Any 
employee who hag reached the age of 
seventy years and who has been thir- 
ty years in the employ of the com- 
pany, will be retired upon a pension of 
1 per cent per month calculated upon 
the monthly rate 3 paid him for 
the last ten years of his service with 
the company. Working in harmony 
with this plan is another rule of the 
company that it will not employ any 
man over thirty-five years of age. The 
Northwestern fas long been noted for 
the care with which it has selected its 
employees, and it was largely to secure 
their best co-operation that the present 
plan has been developed. President 
Hughitt, in the following remarks, 
shows a degree of statesmanship wor- 
thy of all praise: 

The sense of loyalty to a corporatian 
has somewhat weakened in recent years. 
The employee has not felt as keenly as I 
think he should feel that the company’s 
interests are his own. The labor union 
and the so-called fraternal associations 
have taken his loyalty and centered it 
away from the corporation, and not in it. 
This pension system is a move to create 
new loyalty to draw corporation and em- 
ployee closer together and to make 
their purposes nearer one. So far as I 
am concerned, I would be pleased to sce 
all the stock of this company held in so 
many hands that the Auditorium would 
have to be secured for a stockholders’ 
meeting and the officers appear there 
and each read his report on what was 
done during the year past. I would be 
pleased to see the stock in the hands of 
the people directly interested in the road 
or the country it passes through, and 
to see every employee of the road a part 
of the towns, cities and homes acattered 
along the various lines of the company. 

It would be hard to estimate the im- 
portance of this movement. It is one 
which will bind in common interest 
the director and the laborer, and 
wherever adopted will remove all con- 
flict between capital and labor.

Marion Rogan, a beautiful young wo- 
man, three monthe ago threw vitriol 
into the face of Dr. F. T. Taylor, a 
prominent young dentiat. Dr. Taylor's. 
left eye was completely eaten out by 
the liguid, and his right eye also will be. 
blind in all probability. In the course 
of her defense Miss Rogan told the court 
that she threw vitriol in Dr. Taylor's 
face because she wanted to “spoil his 
deauty.“ so that other women would not 
suffer at his hands as she had suffered. 

In rendering his remarkable decis- 
fon, amounting to acquittal, Judge 
Bond said: . 

I can understand that the complainant 
has been very seriously injured by this 


defendant, but his life has been such, ao 


far as it has appeared here, and his char- 
acter, as disclosed here, is such, that I 
have been led to infer that he is a man 
destitute of all moral principle. He 
owes a duty to his wife and child which 
he seems to have disregarded. I believe, 
from the evidence introduced at the hear- 
ing. that previous to her meeting this 
man this defendant was a good woman. 
She was not brought into the society of 
this man, and did_not put herself in his 
way, or do anything to attract his atten- 
tion, He sought her out, knowing she 
was a good woman, who had in no way 
wronged him, for the sole purpose of 
causing her ruin, and after he had ac- 
complished it by fraud and deception and 
the use of intoxicating liquors, if not by 
drugs, he unfeelingly cast her off without 
assistance, and advised her to resort to 
a bad life, and even boasted of his dis- 
graceful conduct with this young woman 
and with others whom he had ruined; 

My hesitation about placing her on pro- 
bation has been caused by the fear that 
nuch a course might encourage others to 
commit similar offenses. Upon reflection, 
I am led to take the course I have sug- 
gested. 

Judge Bond took a sensible course, 
which will be approved by all matter- 
of-fact people. There is no use in wast- 
ing leniency upon those who have for- 
feited all right to consideration.

It 
ministers to human vanity to see large sections of the world’s 
map colored as part of our possessions, but it is largely a 
mere affair of the atlas. But it is not necessary to own 
Niagara in order to enjoy the sight of it, so it is not neces- 
sary to conquer a continent in order to have the use of it. 
Empire is chiefly an affair of rates and taxes and the pay 
of the parish constable. Sometimes it ts not even that 


AKE for instance the showy imperial function that is one 

of the first fixtures for the new century, the formal in- 
auguration of Australian federation. Suppese for a moment 
that the ceremonial were to take place under the Stars and 
Stripes instead of under the Union Jack—wherein would it 
advantage American citizens? It is easy to see how it 
would be a disadvantage to them. It would for instance di- 
rectly minister to national pride and vainglory, which, if 
there be any truth in Christianity or any lesson to be learned 
from history, are the most perilous of sins. It would entail 
upon the United States the necessity of increasing its fleet 
to defend the Australian possessions against hostile attack. 

This would mean the levying of more taxes from the 
pocket of the American citizen. But in what way would it 
benefit him? He would be no more free to do business with 
Austraiia than he is today. He would have no more power 
to compel the Australians to do his bidding than he has today. 
In the new Australian commonwealth the United States citi- 
nens enjoy all the opportunities and privileges of English- 
men, with none of their obligations, their burdens and thelr 
responsibilities. Why, then, should any sane American desire 


to change the flag? 


When I read many of the outpourings of the modern im-

the sand. A disease known as “cold 
feet’’ became prevalent in Nome and 
spread rapidly as the enthusiastic would- 
be gold miners found that the country 
was “all staRed’’ and that it was neces- 
sary to work hard to secure any of 
Mother Earth's rich treasires, of which 
such fabulous stories had been told. 

Never have I seen such a sight as wis 
presented on the Nome beach after the 
arrival of the fleet of early steamers. 
Machinery of every destription, brought 
up by Cheshako“ miners to revolution- 
ize the systems in vogue—together with 
thousands of tons of lumber, coal, pro- 
visions and general merchandise, lined 
the water's edge to a depth of 200 feet 
end extending nearly two miles, People 
with beach mining machinery were fall- 
ing over each other in hte to get their 
plants in operation, and in a few weeks 
I counted 187 steam, gasoline and coal oll 
sluicing plants in operation along ‘the 
beach between Snake and Penny rivers; 
these in addition to the thousands of 
men and women working the sands with 
rrimitiv> rockers. It was a scene of in- 
describable animation and offered a field 
of human nature study which has scarce- 
ly been equalled. It was really pathetic 
to witness the disappointment of tia 
thousands who learned to their sorrow 
that while the yellow sands did contuin 
fine particles of gold, yet the precious 
metal could only be found in certain 
epots and then in very limited quanti- 
ties. 

Then a wall of anguish went out to 
the world, the refrain of which was, 
“Nome is a fake.“ Many had staked 
thelr all and lost, while hundreds of ex- 
perienced mining men had invested for- 
tunes in sluteing and dredging plants 
only to learn that they had not figured 
cn one very essential question, and that 
was, Are the sands of Behring sea py 
dirt?’ 

Storms came up and swept away the 
big dredges and asluicing plants, entall- 
ing losses amounting to millisna, Con- 
servative men estimated the cost of min- 
ing operations on the Nome and Topkok 
beaches to reach §10,000.0%—while the 
yield in gold was considerably les than 
$1,000,000, Bome of the most experienced 
mining men of California, Colorado,. Mon- 
tana and Alaska did not stop to refiect 
that beach gold mining was noarly as 
old as the industry itself; that the 
beaches of California, Vancouver island, 
Australia and other countries had been 
worked years ago with indifferent sue:

rich placers have been opened up on 
Anvil, Glacier, Daniels, Ophir, Bonanza, 
Gada Run, Alter and dosens of other 
creeks throughout the cotnty.

Editor Conatitution—It has come to my 
knowleded that The Christian Observer 
hea declined an artkle on the Preaby- 
terian creed, prepared by that Ajax 
among Preabytertans, Dr. J. .

on the ground that ita publication would 
bring about agitation hurtful to the 
church. As I am a ruling elder and to 
a certain extent a representative of the 
laity, 1 dliexent from this opinion of the 
most prominent of our church papers: 
end, therefore, as it seems we cannot 
get a hearing in our own publications, 
] gv to The Constitution, as the great 
dieseminator of news, and request it to 
publish the acecmpanying views of Dr. 
Mack concerning the recent action of the 
synod of Georgia on infant salvation, 
which its an unanswerable argument in 
favor cf a restatement of our Presby- 
terian doctrine on infant salvation, and 
@ revision of the Confession of Faith. 

It has been impressed on the minds 
of the great majority of Presbyterians 
that there is something wrorg in our 
creed, or practices. or both. Somewhere 
“there is a dead flu in the ointment.” 
Our church is not growing es other 
evangelical churches. I |belleve the 
trcuble is in the fountain head—in our 
confession. Many cannot accept the im- 
plied teachings, more cannot understand 
it. If it offends even a babe in Christ, 
ft is a deterrent to spiritual growth and 
activity. It is not the work of God, but 
of men, emerging out of the darkness of 
the seventeenth century. Its age does 
not make it sacred, but only as it teaches 
the true law of God. 

Is # a true exposition of the doctrines 
as believed in by the Presbyterian church 
of ‘the twentieth century“ Our theolog!- 
cal institutions may teach it, and th? 
tra jority of our clergy mav believe it. 
but some how I do not believe that anv 
cersiderable number of the laity accept 
literally its teachings. It was the work 
of the masters of mediaeval theology 
and bears upon its face the impress of 
their age, but modern Christtanity has 
’ broken through the barriers of such 
theolegians, and grasping the simplicity 
of Christ's teachings, as the essentials 
of salvation to dying h'imanity, are car- 
rying then to the van where all can 
tee, and believe and understand. There 
thould be a restatement of our creed as 
simple as the gospel of Christ, and as 
brief as its simplicity demanda When 
this is done we will reach the masses, 
and have that liberty of which our 
Methodist brethren boast, in the great 
work of evangelizing the world. 

With thousands of others, I am with 
‘Dr. Mack in his great work to reach 
the ear and the conscience of the Pres- 
Lyterian church. This movement cannot 
be arrested by our clergy or church pa- 
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religious 


rers. You might as well stem the rush 
of a Niagara. The agitation will come, 
the agitation has come, and will grow 
and grow uintll there la a glorious 
triumph of tho truth of God. :

Dr. Mack’s Views. 

My Dear Brother—Inclosed find my 
view concerning the action of our: synod 
which unintentionally and indirectly af- 
firmed that some dying in Infancy are 
lost, viz: 

In A. D. 1643 the English parliament, 
a civil power, summoned the Weatmin- 
ster assembly, and ita members received 
their appointment from the same civil 
power, When this assembly of divines 
had prepared ita celebrated confession 
of faith it. was submitted unto and ap- 
proved by said parlament of England. 
It has since been adopted by the Presby- 
terlan churches in Great Britain and 
America, 

One of the things prepared by that 
assembly and approved by that parita- 
ment was tho statement that “elect in- 
fants dying in infancy are regenerated 
and saved by Christ through the spirit.“ 
Now, concerning this Calvinism there 
are five points. 

1. For the past one hundred years, in 
the United States, this statement has 
been interpreted by all outside of the 
Presbyterian church, and by some in 
that church, as affirming that some 
infants are “not elect“ and hence that 
some infants are in hell. This has caused 
thousands of persons to join other 
churches that would otherwise have pre- 
ferred the Presbyterian church. 

2. In May, A. D. 1900, the Southern 
Presbyterian assembly, in session in At- 
lanta, Ga., was overtured to amend that 
part of the confession so as to state 
that “All infants dying in infancy are 
elect, and, therefore, saved.“ 

The assemb!*" peremptorily refused to 
do so, giving as their reason that the 
present language of the confession can- 
not, by any fair interpretation, be con- 
strued as teaching that any of those 
who die in infancy are lost.“ They af- 
terwards ordered that this answer be put 
in as a foot note in all copies of the 
confession hereafter printed by their pub 
lication committee, : 

3. The synod of Georgia, according to 
the primed minutes just sent to the

“Whereas, The last general assembly 
instructed the committee on publication 
in all future editions of the confession 
of faith to publish a foot note explanatory 
of the confessional statement concerning 
elect infants, 

„Resolved. That the synod of Georgia 
does hereby respectfully overture’ the 
general assembly to meet in Little Rock, 
Ark., in May, 1901, to rescind such ac- 
tion on the ground. that our venerable 
confession of faith, which now, as here- 
tofore, is so complete and satisfactory an 
expression of our faith, should be left 
intact to bear its solemn testimony in 
behalf of the truth of God's word, and 
against the prevalent errors of the day.“

The first scrap of history shall be from 
William Bradford's journal describing 
the first Christmas of the Pilgrim 
fathers of New England. Observe, that 
an exploring party has fixed on Ply- 
mouth as the place for the settlement. 
They have brought the Mayfiower with 
the women and children § across from 
Provincetown into Plymouth © harbor. It 
was the first day they spent on shore. 

“Munday, the 2% day, we went on 
shore some to fell tymber. some to saw, 
some to rime, and some to carry, 80 no 
man rested all that day. But toward 
night some as they were at worke, heard 
a noyse of some Indians, which caused us 
all to goe to our muskets. but we heard 
no further, so we came aboord againe, 
and left some twentie to keepe the court 
of guard; that night „e had a storme of 
winde and rayne. 

“Munday. the 2%, being Christmas 
Day, we began to drinke water aboord, 
but at night the Master caused us to have 
some beere, and so on board we had di- 
verse times now and then some Beere, 
but on shore noen at all!“ 

These people—who made Christmas to 
„ their firs: day of work in the new 
world—nad called themselves six weeks 
before loyal subjects of our dead sov- 
ereign, Lord King James, by the grace of 
God, of Great Britain, France and Ire- 
land. king, defender of the faith, etc."

(a) The language used implies it for 
elect infants implies non-elect infants,’ 
as ripe fruit implies green fruit, and 
white men implies men of some other 
color. The phrase is not “infants dying 
in infancy,” but “elect infants." 

(b) The Westminster divines so intend- 
ed it to teach. The Rev. Dr. Twisse, the 
moderator or preaident of that venerable 
assembly, solemniy sald: Many infanta 
depart from this life in original sin, and 
consequently are condemned to eternal 
death on account of original sin alone.“ 

(o, All outside of the Preabyterian 
church have interpreted the sentence as 
teaching that some dying in infancy 
are not elect and therefore damned, 

(d) Many in the Presbyterian church 
believe that such is the ;foper interpre- 
tation, A prominent minister in North 
Carolina lately took the ground that the 
children of unbelievers dying in infancy 
are lost. Out of 189 presbyteries in the 
Northern Preabyterian church 16 voted 
for a change in the confession, and this 
was one point that they want changed. 

As one of the leading divines in that 
church said, even though arguing against 
revision: As to the clause in the con- 
fession relating to elect infants, it hardly 
seems worth while to put forth. labored 
explanations to wrest it from its plain 
meaning. It was in all probability meant 
to express what to the general mind it 
does express; and the [mplication of ‘non- 
elect’ infants stands clearly on the sur- 
face of it. The true explanation is found 
in the historical facts of the case. Fol- 
lowing the Romish church from Augus- 
tine, the Westminster divines probably 
held that infants inherited the future of 
their parents.“ 

The phrase elect infants” clearly means 
that some dying in infancy are lost. 
This is the idea conveyed by the words 
themselves: this is what the men who 
made the confession believed; this is the 
interpretation. given by all outside of 
the Presbyterian church, and this is ad- 
mitted to be its proper meaning by 
thousands in that church. who want it 
changed because they condemn such a 
horrible idea. 

6. Does the Presbyterian synod of Geor- 
gia indorse that statement of our ven- 
erable confession’ that some dying in 
infancy may now be in hell?’ Do they 
mean to denounce as one of the prevalent 
errors of the day that precious truth 
that all dyAg in infancy are saved?“ 
If not, let them like honest men rescind 
their action. 

here are certainly two opinions and 
parties in our church—those who indorse 
the statement made by the Westminster 
divines in chapter 10, section —, and those 
who do not. Those who believe some in- 
fants are lost, and those, who believe 
that all dying in infancy are saved. The 
former are called I. D. P.'s, or Infant 
The latter 


byterlans.“ I belong to the latter class, 
accepting as true the words of our Lord 
Jesus Christ in Matthew xvill, 14: “Even 
so it ls not the will of your Father which 
is in heaven that one of these little 
ones should perish."’

that I have found anywhere written 
down!

And 
every year has taught us more or less 
about hundreds less or more of those 
people celebrating Christmas on that 
side of the ocean and the hundred people 
on this side;—ani history has taught us 
of what has followed an the plans and 
hopes and deeds of that day. 

James I has gone into history as 
James the Fool. And to speak of the 
particular folly in which he was then en- 
gaged, the folly of this coquetry between 
him and the king of France, it was like 
the coquetry of tinder all ready on fire, 
with gunpowder. When the final issue 
came, his family were beggars in France, 
his dynasty was overthrown forever and 
England was governed by her own peo- 
ple, under the principles which that 
Christmas of his hated and flouted. f 

And on this side the water William 
Bradford and John Carver and William 
Brewster worked all the day. No man 
rested.“ With mattock and ax and pick 
ax the governor labored and the preacher 
labored and the historian labored. No 
man rested all that day.“ In fact, they 
had waited for this day to come before 
they began, that they might work on 
what they called a Popish holiday. 

And they “builded better than they 
knew.“ They dug post holes for their 
block house. They rived and sawed tim- 
ber, and so they laid the foundations of 
an empire, For these hundied men, wo- 
men and children who were shivering 
there, they established the home of 
“government of the people, for the peo- 
ple, by the people.“ What followed was 
first the pure democracy of Maggachu- 
setts Bay; second the American revolu- 
tlon; third the constitutiua of the United 
States, : 

Today, there is not a nation in the 
world which has a constitutional govern- 
ment in Asia, Africa, Europe, North or 
South America, or the islands of the 
ocean, but in ite constitution it renews 
and repeats the principles which bound 
those woodcutters together, and on which 
they established thelr commonwealth. 

Buch are the things“ which follow 
when men and women seek first the king- 
dom of God and His righteousness. They 
follow when men highly determine to live 
together for the glory of God and to en- 
joy Him forever.

For 
the last week the boys have been busy 
with examirations, as each professor 
wished to give a Christmas gift. a good 
mark, to the students, and judging from 
attention paid in class room and the good 
recitations every boy will have a good 
report this month. 

The literary societies have recently held 
a very interesting meeting. The debates 
have been especially good and nearly 
every one takes part in them. A week or 


so ago the Phi Kappa vozei to challenge 


Mercer to a potnt debate and sent a com- 
mittee to notify the Demosthenean of this 
action. The Demosthenean at its last 
meeting also voted for a challenge, so un- 
less the Demosthenean reconsiders Mer- 
cer will receive a challenge nbout the mid- 
dle of January. The university boys are 
very anxious to meet Mercer again and 
wire out the preceding defcats at Mercer's 
hands. The two colleges have met twice 
before and each meet has reenited in a 
victory for Mercer. This year the uni- 
versity has a better chance of winning 
than ever before. 

The Auburn debate is likely off. The 
Phi Kappa accepted the challenge. but 
the Demosthenean rejected it and neither 
society will likely reconsider. 
, The North Carolina debate will come off 
in March in Athens. This debate is one 
the university , most desirous of win- 
ning. We have met four times and the 
university has only won one debate. This 
year, however, great interest has been 
taken in it and the chances are that the 
university will win. There are about 
twenty students contesting for the place 

nd they are the best debaters in the 

niversity. All the boys feel. that they 
must win ®omething this year to coun- 
terbalance the jefeats the university has 


suffered, and feel that winning this de- 


bate will be a good start. If they can 
win this one and the Mercer debate de- 
feats will be forgotten and only victories 
remembered. 

The Chriatmas number of The 
Black is tho best asus ever gotten out by 
Red and Black editors, It iw a very in- 
teresting number and shows that college 
talent yet lives, Tho editorials are strong 
and well written and the rest of the paper 
in above the ral standard. It dis- 
curses chiefly the football season of 1900 
and endeavors to rouse up a feeling of 
college patriotism in the team. Profoa- 
sor Patterson's review of the football sea- 
son la especially interesting. He lava the 
blame of the crushing defeats of the 
university where it should be laid, at the 
doors of thone who have encouraged pro- 
fessionalism in the university. He praises 
an article appearing recently in one of the 
Atlanta papers, in which it was raid that 
when northern colleges lost a season in 
football each player hinmed himself and 
not some other member of the team. Pro- 
fessor Patterson ends up by encouraging 
the players and prophesying a better sea- 
son next year. The two other most im- 
portant articles in the paper are on the 
— appropriation and the Geor- 
gian. 

The news of the passing of the appro- 
priation for the university was of great 
interest to the students. They were rather 
uncertain as to whether the university 
would get the money or not, as some of 
them were afraid of filibustering. Ten 
thousand dollars of the appropriation will 
be used in repairing the building, $10,000 
more in a mess hall and the other $25,000 in 
building a dormitory. This dormitory 
will accommodate about 100 or 180 stu- 
dents, so the two dormitories can together 
acccmmodate about b students. The 
plan to get a new library bullding is block- 
ed for a few years unless the alumni 
fund is used that way. The centennial 
preparations are on in earnest, and this 
coming commencement will be the great- 
est in the history cf the university. 

The Literary Club postponed its meet- 
ing from the first night in December to 
the first Friday night in January. An ex- 
celle nt programme has been arranged and 
the proceedings will be of interest. Messrs. 
McCartney and Booth have prepared two 
fine essays for this night and Professor 
Park has arranged for two members of

No News To Put New Phase 
on Question of Value, 


ALL STOCKS WERE WANTED 


All Future Hopes of Wealth and 
Prosperity Apparently Depend- 
ed on Ownership of Stocks 
Before Christmas—Bus- 
iness Heavy. 


New York, December 22.—Today's specula- 
tion in stocks took on something of the nat- 
uralism spirit that attaches to the Christmas 
holiday celebration by Inheritance from ancient 
pagan customa, The day's performance in the 
stock market cannot be adequately described 
otherwise than as speculative orgies. Indl- 
vidual considerations that might attach to 
special stocks and affect their value were ap- 
rorently taken no account of, and there was a 
wild scramble to buy all sorts and condition 
of stocks, as though all future hopes of wealth 
and proaperity depended on an ownership of 
stocks before Christmas, There was no news 
of importance to put any new phase on the 
question of valuea, present or prospective, 
The buying seemed to represent the cumu- 
lative effect upon financial sentiment of the 
imposing rise in prices during the week, and 
the apparently undiminished confidence mani- 
fested by large capitalists by their continued 
large absorption of securities, At the fall of 
the hammer on the chairman's desk this morn- 
ing. 16,000 shares of Northern Pacific were 
instantly bought in a single block. First 
trareactions in a number of other important 
stocks ranged from 1,000 shares up to 7,200 
shares. With a gigantic Christmas tree. deck- 
ed out with glittering ornaments, and festoons 
of Christmas greens and bunting waving over 
the floor of the exchange, the brokers bought 
stocks with as much abandon as though it 
were a part of the Christmas celebration and 
the gaiety of the occasion depended upon it. 
The market apparently ran wild, and was only 
quieted by an accession of selling orders in- 
vited by the extreme advances attained by 
some stocks. But the buying was resumed in 
the last hour after the bank statement ap- 
peared, and a number of stocks were rushed to 
the top level of the day.

Correspondence.)—If the powers are 
to ize China they must in 
some way bring alow the abolition of 
Slavery. China is now the great slave 
country of the world. It has perhape 
more slaves than all the rest of the world 
put together. There are, I should say, 
at a low estimate 10,000,000 human beings 
~who are in servitude here. China has @0,- 
08,000 inhabitants. It has 80,000,000 fami- 
es, and this makes one slave to every 
Sicht families. Tho average is greate’ 
in south China. Here nearly every one 
owns Mavee. There is scarcely a Chinese 
family of means in Hong Kong, C, ton. 
Macao or Amoy but what posreares one 
or more s.ave gins. Slave boys are lees 
common, but tho girls are found in every 
block and in alrost every house 
GIRLS FOR SALB AT LOW PRICES. 

I was offered a beautiful Chinese gir! 
n Ghanghal for 8. I did not see the 
girl herself, but her photograph was 
among some I was looking over at Yuen 
Ming's shop, and I afimired her. Yuen 
Ming said: rec, she-is pretty and she is 
for sale. She 19 a slave girl, dut her 
master will part with her and his price 
is % silver in cash.” 

Giris bring from $19 to $100 and upward 
in this part of Chira. They are sold at 
any age from three to fifteen, and most 
commonly at seven or eight. The prices 
range from $10 upward, according to age 
and beauty. The prettiest girls de the 
most desirable, as in caso of marriage or 
sate they will bring more to the family 
which buys them. Tre most of the girls 
are bought to work about the house, It 
is cheaper to buy a servant than to hire 
one, for if you take a girl of eight you 
can have her services until she ia fifteen, 
getting eight yeara of work for nothing 
but her board and clothes, and then sell 
her for peshaps tei times your original 
Price, In such alen a clause is often put 
in the agreement that the girle are not 
to be rewold for improper purposes, It 
hot, their masters can do as they please. 

SLAVES IN A RRITISH COLONY. 

Theoretically there are no Slaves in 
Hong Kong, as it ie British territory, but 
in reality the city is full of them, They 
are the maid servants and nurses of the 
Chinese. Every smal) footed Indy needs 
slavie to help her about, and in the 
houses of the rich, where there are many 
daughters, t Is not uncommon to find 
from tweniy to thirty slaves in a single 
family. When I called upon How Qua, 
the millicnaire, two slave girls brought 
his mother in to see me. The old lady 
weighed about 200 pounds, but she had 
feet not olgeer than the end of a base- 
ball club. In going through the streets 
here you often see a gaily dressed wo- 
man riding Wut to call on the back of a 
sl. ve girl. The woman's arms are thrown 
about the neck of the slave and her 
bound legs and little feet peep out of her 
petticoats behini as she is thus toted to 
the house of ner neighbor. 

Female slaves are often presents from 
one man to another, and not infrequently 
they form @ part of the bridal outfit. 


They are commonly bought as secondary 


wives and often as teachers. 
A CHANCE FOR AN AMERICAN GIRL. 
{ heard the other day ef a mandarin 
who is looking out for an Unglish-speak- 
ing slave. He wants her as one of his 
secondary wives, in which case he can 
ve.l her again if he chooses. This man 
is connected with the viceroy of Canton, 
and his income ia nominally S0 a month, 
although it is probably ten times that in 
reality. He has four wives, sixteen chil. 
dren and twenty-one slaves. He keeps 
his family in another province, and re- 
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two of his wives to him as he was lone- 
some. The old lady replied that she need- 
ed the wives to take care of his sixteen 
children and that he had better buy two 
more where he was, The mandarin has 
decided to do this and inasmuch as he 
is anxious that his boys should learn 
ngltah he is now looking after an Enx- 
lish or American girl to act as his com. 
panion, and at the same time prepare his 
little ones for the new Chinese era. How 
much he will pay 1 do not Know, but !

WHERE THE PRETTIEST GIRLS 
COME FROM, 

There la as much choice in Slels here 
as anywhere in the world. There are lo- 
calities in China where the girls are noted 
for their beauty. The cities of Yang 
Chow and Suchau are as famous for rear 


‘Ing handsome giris as is Georgia in th 


Caucussus, from where the sultan's ha- 
rem is replenished, There are persons 
in these citles who make a business of 
raising slave girls. They drum the couh- 
try about for promising young females 
and put them through.a regular course 
of training. They have farms where the 
slaves are taught to sing, play upon mus- 
ical instruments and to acquire the other 
accomplishments, which, added to beauty, 
will cause them to sell for high prices 
to the rich mandarins. These girls are 
chiefly the daughters of poor people or 
the daughters of slaves. The slave giris 
of Shanghai are good looking and there 
re thousands of right pretty slaves on 
the flower boats of Canton. 

WOMEN BOUGHT FOR WIVES. 

It is common here for a man to pur- 
chase his wife. Indeed, theré are more 
wives acquired in this way than in any 
other. Every man in China has a right 
to as many wives as he can maintain, 
and as I have already said, a secondary 
wife is cheaper than a hired girl. The 
first wife is the legal one, but the others 
have their rights, although they are prac- 
tically slaves, Indeed, the largest class 
of slaves here are these secondary wives 
or concubines. I have seen it estimated 
that there are millions of slaves in the

THEIR HUSBANDS St.. THEM, 

It fx not a common thing fer a Chi- 
hese husband to sell his wife or his con. 
eubine, especially when they have eiven 
him children. There are how- 
ever, in which wives are sold, but the 
act Is disgraceful und is usually confined 
to oplum fiends, gamblers and the poor- 
est classes, 

The man who is addicted to the oplum 
habit will sell his children and not infre- 
quently his wife to supply his appetiis 
Wives are sometimes sold by gambling 
husbands, being put on the turn of a 
card or the rake out of the cash at fan- 
tan. A case of this kind recently hap- 
pened at Pekin. An inveterate gambler 
there having squandered all his ancestral 
property at fan-tag arranged to cover 
his losses and get & new capital by deed- 
ing away his better half. He made all 
arrangements, but before the sale was 
consummated the wife forestalled his 
brutal design by taking her own life. She 
swallowed oplum, and when the gam 
bler came home to tell her that he ad 
sold her, she was dying. He called in a 
doctor, but it was too late. 

WOMEN AT THE PRICE OF PORR. 

Dr. Coltman, one of the professors of 
the university at Pekin, tells the story 
of a Judge Yuan of the district of Chi- 
nan-fu, which gives some idea of the 
This judge 
was something of a Dr. Parkhurst in 
character and he attempted the reforma- 
tion of his district. He ordered all the 
gambling houses and other improperc 
places to be closed and demanded that 
all the questionable women of the town 
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should be brought to his palace. When 
they came he told tem that he intended 
to make honest wives of them by sell- 
ing them at auction to the highest bid- 
ders. He sent forth a proclamation that 
they would be for sale only to bachelors, 
and that no one could buy more than 
one. There were several score females 
in the party and the adle attracted a 
great crowd. When the hour for the auc- 
tion came the fudge and the chief of 
police acted ag auctioneers. They an- 
nounced to the assembly that the would- 
be purchasers could each select a wife 
from those in the yard, and that she 
would be put up and sold by weight. The 
men hung back, but at last an old far- 
mer walked up and picked out a stout, 
hearty woman of forty. Weigh her!“ 
said the judge, and, screaming and kick- 
ing she was put on the gcales. “Ninety 
cattes! said the weigher. But how 
much a catty?’ asked the farmer rather 
scared lest his money should not be 
enough to pay for so much woman. The 
sale stopped for moment, for, curiously 


enough, nothing had been said about the 
price per catty. The old judge, however, 
immediately asked: What is the price 
of pork today?" “Ninety cash a catty!" 
replied the police officer. “Then gell them 
at ninety cash,“ ordered the judge, and 
at that price she was sold. Ninety cash 
at the present valuation would not be 
more than 6 cents in gold, so that the 
farmer really pald about $4.50 for hie 
wife. After the first sale the women 
went off rapidiy, and by night the last 
one was sold. 
Sl. AxRH BROKERS. 

I am told that there are save brok- 
ers In all the large Chinese cities. Their 
bueinéss increases at times of famine, 
and the starvation which now prevails 
in north Chinn will cause many parents 
to sell their children. With some it will 
be a question of allowing them to starve 
or selling them, and the chances are that 
girl babies will be a drug on the market. 
Think af buying a baby for ® cents. This 
is the rice which one of the infant 
asylums of Shanghai pays for them. The 
asylum is a missionary institution and 
the children are bought as a matter of 
charity and religion. They are reared 
surrounded by Christian influences, are 
taught all sorts of domestc duties, and 
when they arrive at the proper age are 
given respectable husbands, 

The brokers, as a rute, do not buy ba- 
dies. The cost of rearing them and the 
risk of death is too great. They prefer 
to have girls or boys of eigut years and 
upward. The prices vary in different lo- 
calities. I am told that In Pekin a girl 
of ten or twelve is worth from 83% to 
$35, while young women will bring from 
$150 to $300. Girls, as a rule, sell higher 
than boys, except in the case of a fami- 
ly wanting a likely boy for adoption. In 
buying slaves the broker often insists on 
them being left with him for a while 
before concluding the deal. He takes 
them on trial just as you would take a 
horse. He wants to find out if the anti- 
mals are healthy and sound. The great- 
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est danger is leprosy. There are many 
lepers all over China, and in the first 
stages the disease is hard to detect. Ono 
method is to examine the slave in @ 
dark room under a blue light. If this 
shows that the akin is of a greenish 
tinge the slave ia all right, but if the 
tinge ia reddish it fa a alan of leprosy. 
BOME QUEER SLAVE LAWS. 

Slavery ia sanctioned by Chinese laws. 
It has existed from the earliest period of 
Chinese history. When Charles Denby 
war United States minister to China he 
sent the secretary of state a report on 
the subject, in which he mentioned some 
of the laws. He: said that slaves who 
strike their masters and thereby kill 
them are sliced to death. If they kill 
them accidentally they are strangled, and 
if they accidentally wound them they 
are subject to 100 blows and banishment. 
On the other hand, if the master beats 
the slave to death for committing a crime 
he suffers 100 blows. He has the right to 
inflict certain. punishments upon the 
slaves, He can buy and sell the children 
of his slaves and he can buy and sell his 
own children. 

LABOR SLAVES. 

There are labor slaves in China. They 
have been worked within recent years in 
the coal mines west of Pekin. There is 
a systematic scheme in that region to 
involve men in gambling debts and then 
take them to the coal mines to make 
them work them out. Once in the mines 
they dre subject ta fines and other 
charges which makes them slaves for life, 
The Chinese government recently learned 
of this condition, and it has taken some 
steps to put a stop to the abuses, but I 


am told that it still exists. 
You see in nearty every Chinese city a 


class of women who go from house to 
house mending clothes. They come tothe 
families of foreigners and do their darn- 
ing and patching. sitting in the halis or 


on the doorsteps as they work. Some of } 


these women are practically slaves. They 
have been first or secondary wives, but 
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their huabands have grown tired of them. 
and have sent them out to work for them- 
selves and for them. 


THE AVN OF THE IMPERIAL 
PALACE, 


Among the queerest of Chinese slaves 
are the men who walt upon the emperor 
and empresa dowager and their court, 
These are eunuchs bought at a fixed price 
for the purpose. A epecial report was 
made upon them some years ago, but for 
Obvious reasons it was not allowed to get 
into the hands of the printers. This re- 
port states that every fifth year certain 
princes of China are each required to furs 
nlah kor the use of the palace eight young 


eunuchs, for which they are to be pale 


$300 apiece. 

There are about 3,000 gunuchs connect- 
ed with Emperor Kwangsv and his court. 
He could have ag many as he pleases, 
and the number restricted to the empress 
dowager is not limited. The laws provide, 
however, that persons not of royal blood 
cannot use such slaves. It provides that 
princes and princesses who are the sons 
and daughters of the emperor may have 
thirty eunuchs apiece: but nephews and 
younger sons only twenty. AM of the 
Buddhist priests who minister to the spir- 
itual wants of the imperial harem are ef 
this class.

Was not used by the road for any pur- 
pose, and in 1858 the legislature of the 
state passed an act authorising the city 
of Atlanta to inclose this space and beau- 
tify it as a park. 

Shortly after Mitchell had given the 
five acres to the state he sold a second 
tract of land to the Macon and West- 
ern railroad. This tract is now bound- 
ed by Pryor, Alabama and Whitehall 
streets, and the tracks of the Western 
and Atlantic. This lot of land, with the 
exception of the corner of Alabama and 
Whitehall, was to be used by the Macon 
and Western for railroad purposes ex- 
clusively.. 

The authorities of the state road 
thought this second piece of ground 
would be a better location for a depot 
than the piece given by Mitchell to the 
state, and consequently an exchange was 
arranged between the state and the Ma- 
con and Western, whereby the state as- 
sumed control of the block between Pry- 
or and Whitehall streets, and the Macon 
and Western became owners of the block 
between Pryor and Loyd, south of the 


the attorney for the Mitchell heirs, came 
to. the legislature with a proposition to 
compromise the matter. He agreed, on 
the part of the heirs, to give to the state 
the land upon which the depot was be-' 
ing nstructed. to surrender all claims 
‘againat the state, and, in addition, to 
give to the treasury of the state $35,000, 
provided that the block known as the 
railroad park property should be turned 
over to the heira. While this compromise 
was being put before the legisia- 
ture, General Austell and a nume- 
ber of citizens of Atianta haa offered 
to pay the state $100,000 in ninety days for 
u quit-claim deed to the property. Four 
out of five prominent lawyers consulted 
by Governor Bullock agreed that the ti- 
tle of the state to the railroad park prop- 
erty was clear and unquestionable, but 
the senate refused to accept the report of 
their opinions. 

e result in the end was that the com- 
promise was accepted by the legislature, 
the state receiving $35,000 and the title to 
the land upon which the present depot is 
located, and the heirs obtained the rail-

Consequently he made no pre- 
paration and would not push matters to 
a conclusion, even when he learned 
through the following statement in The 
Atianta Constitution that Governor 
Brown was perfectly willing to meet him: 
“This code of honor gentieman left At- 
lanta the day after this language (in 
which Governor Brown said he would 
fight) was uttered. He responds in the 
newspapers. I leave the public to judge 
who is the poltroon, and whether Genera] 
Toombs prefers newspaper artillery to 
heavier metal.“ 

The final outcome was that the two dis- 
tinguished old gentlemen did not fight, 
but contented themselves with a bitter 
newspaper controversy.

Undoubtedly the person who has the 
most influence with the young man 18 
his brilliant stepfather, George Wynd- 
ham, who has just entered Lord Salls- 
bury’s ministry as chief secretary for 
Ireland. George Wyndham has the repu- 
tation of being the handsomest and most 
popular man in parliament. Until his 
recent promotion he was under secretary 
of state for war, and upon his shoulders 
fell the heavy burden of defending the 


poor, old, unpopular war department in 


the house of commons. He did his work 

astonishing.y well, and although he 
failed to convince the British publie that 
his chief, Lord Lansdowne, was not in- 
directly responsible for a good many of 
the blunders that had been committed, 
he left a particularly definite impreasion 
that George Wyndham was to have as 
brilllant a future as any member of the 
present conservative government, He 1s 
& capital orator and à distinguished 
Bhakespearean scholar. His review of 
one of the books of the lamented Ste.

ines did more than anything else, per- 
haps, to establish Crane's great vogue 
over here, 

It is believed generally that George 
Wyndham's advice to go sicw is what {a 
preventing the young duke from stepping 
up promptly and marrying the girl of his 
choice.

He was kept on a 
rather short allowance cf pocket money 
when he was a boy at Eton, and never 
acquired any of the spendthrift ways for 
which the duke of Manchester was fa- 
mous. 

He is fond of outdoor sports and always 
has taken a keen interest in racing. His 
nickname among his schoolfellows was 
Bend Or, after the famous race house 
‘with which his grandfathér won the Der- 
by in the year of the young duke’s birth, 
When the old duke’s racing stud was sold 
at auction not long after his death the 
ycung duke bought in some of the best 
of the stock, including the famous Flying 
Fox, which won the Derby in 18%, and 
is said to have taken more stakes than 
any race horse now in England. Aithough 
the duke is not a spendthrift, there are 
indications that he will be by no mcans 
as close-fisted as his grandfather, 

WHERE THE MONEY CAME FROM. 


The first duke of Westminster became 
the richest man of his time in England in 
just the same way that the Astors got the 
chief part of their wealth in New York. 
He inherited and bought a lot of marshy 
land on the outskirts of London, where 
they used to shoot snipe eighty years ago,

WHY HE SOLD CLIVEDEN TO ASTOR. 

The old duke took uncommonly good 
care of his property, and although he was 
shrewd and sometimes stingy, he never 
economized on improvements. He did lit- 
tle building in London—it was cheaper to 
let the lessees do it for him for nothing— 
‘but his large co'lntry estates often were 
permitted to absorb all their own rentais 
in solid and substantial farm buildings. 
The duke spent so much on his invest- 
mente that, rich as he was, he often 
rather put to it to get money for the 
narriage portions of his children and in- 
cidenta] expenses of that sort, and it was 
sa'd to be for that reason that he sold his 
magnificent country seat, Cliveden, to 
Williar: Waldorf Astor. 

The heart of all these vast estates to- 
day is a hopelessly uninteresting little 
building just off Oxford street, with noth- 
ing about it to indicate that the ledgers 
and strong boxes in its forbidding in- 
terior hold the records of transactions 
that wouli enable a certain love-sick boy 
of twenty-one to buy out several of the 
kings of Europe, crown jewels and all.

There was a 
unt of novelty in a young 


ver, we were imprisoned in 


AS A PRISONER OF WAR 


By MARIE MATTINGLY. 
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New Orleans our home. 

“The first year of my life was com- 
Paratively quiet and we had begun to feel 
safe when General Butler and the north- 
ern troops occupied New Orleans. 

“Even the third generation has heard 
of his reign of terror. I not only kept 
within doors, but compelled my children 
and servants to do likewise. 

One day the funeral of a northern sol- 
dier was passing the house and the music 
of the band attracted the attention of 


my children, who ran ta the window and 


entered the second balcony, clapping their 
hands the while. It was the music that 
pleased them and they meant to give no 
offense, 

General Butler heard of this and also 
of the fact that I had helped to raise 
money for the widow of a confederate sol- 
dier. Several days after that I was in 
my sitting room with my children when 
there was a furious ringing of the front 
door bell, A union officer rushed in and 
thrust a paper into my hand and I read 
to my amazement and terror: ‘Bring me 
Mrs. Philips. Ben F. Butler.’ 

“Then I realized that I had been arrest- 
ed again. I requested that my husband 
be sent for and this the soldier, who was 
a perfect gentleman, readily consented to. 
My husband was pale and excited, de- 
manding to know what I had done. I 
did not know the charge, therefore could 
not answer him. The report was quickly 
circulated that I had been arrested, and 
as we trudgeu to the custom house the 
windows of every dwelling were filled 
with men and women staring at us. When 
we finally reached General Butler's I was 
conducted through the long stone hall 
and finally halted before a green baize 
door. Then my guard said: ‘Your hus- 
band cannot accompany you, madam.’ 

Then,“ I answered, ‘I will not go in. 
He is my natural and lawful protector 
and I will not enter without him.’

IS CAREFUL WITH ITS WORK |

has Sela. ‘the object of two lines of criti- 
clam, diametrically opposed to each other. 
Attorneys and cowie of convicts who 
apply for pardons ecmmutations of 
sentence are complaining that it is next 
to impossible to secure favorable action 
from the present board, while, on the 
other hand, some prominent newspapers 
and a number of citizens severely criti- 
cise the board for its alleged liberal use 
of the pardoning power, which, it 12 
claimed by these critics, tends to defeat 
the ends of justice and the judgments of 
the courts. 

A study of the records and of the rules 
and principles which govern the beard 
in its consideration of each case Pre- 
sented will furnisa convincing evidence 
that the present parJdoning board Bas 
been extremely careful and eonservative 
about recommend.ng the governor to par- 
don or commute the sentences of convict 
petitioners. The board, under a constitu- 
tional amendment adopted in 189, con- 
sists of Governor Bloxham, Secretary of 


State Crawford, Attorney General Lamar. ‘ 


Comptroller Reynolds and Commissioner 
of Agriculture Wombwell. Prior to 188, 
the board consisted of the governor, the 
attcrney general and the three justices 
of the aupreme court. 

The last official report and later rec- 
ords show that the number of pardons 
and of commutations recommended dy 
the present board and granted by Gov- 
ernor Bloxham have been both fewer 
absolutely and greatly smaller in Pro 
portion to the number of convicts than 
were recommended by the old board and 
gtanted by Governor Mitchell. At the 
same time, the number of convicts in 
the penitentiary has increased at least 
one hundred. 

Aside from the fact of comparison, 
which points strongly to conservatism | 
by the present board., the board has pre- 
scribed certain regulations which it re- 
quires to be rigidly observed in all par- 
den applications. A complete record of 
the court proceedings and a statement 
of the evidence and a statement of the 
evidence in the case must be filed with 
the bourd and there is a general rule 
that no pardon or cemmutation will be 
granted unless the trial judge or the 
state attorney. who prosecuted the case, 
join in the petition therefor. Members 
of the board say that it is concefvabie 
that an application might be prezented 
which would have so much merit as to 
receive their favorable consideration 
without being approved by either the 
trial judge or the prosccuting attorney, 
tut none of them can recall any such 
case during the last four years. 

The members of the board believe that 
persons who criticize them for being too 
free in the exercise of clemency do 80 
through ignorance of the facts; that such 
persons take notice of occasiona] par- 
dons and commutations, but fail to con- 
sider that a tenfold greater number of 
applications ere refused than are granted. 


The widely discussed and hotly contest- 
ed litigation between the Jacksonville 
Terminal Company and the Atlantic, 
Valdosta and Western Railway Company, 
which has attracted so much attention 
for more than a year past, because some 
of the most important powers sought to 
be conferred on the state railroad com- 
mission were involved in the case, has 
been finally settled. The Atlantic, Val- 
desta ani Western railway, a new road, 
wanted to use the terminal facilities at 
the union depot in Jacksonville, owned 
by the Jacksonville Terminal Company. 
Admission was refused the. new road. 
which then went before the _ railroad 
commission and on September 4, 1898, e- 
cvred an order requiring the terminal 
company to admit the Atlantic, Valdosta 
end Western trains into the union depot 
upon the jeyment of a prescribed rental. 
The terminal company took the matter 
Into the courts to have the powers of the 
railroad commission in the premis2s 
passed upon and defined. Mandamus pro- 
ceedings wera instituted to compel the 
terminal company to obey the commis- 
slon's order. The case hai been taking 
its course through the courts for over 
a year until this week, when it was dis- 
missed from the supreme ccurt docket 
upon a statement by ccunsel that the 
Atlantic, Valdosta and Western railway 
has purchased one-fourth of the termi- 
nal company's capita) stock, is now in 
full enjoyment of all the terminal facili- 
ties in Jacksonville and that there is no 
longer any iasue in dispute between the 
litigants. The adjudications had in the 
case before its dismissal sustained the 
grant of powers to the railroad commis- 
alen. (

Careful plans are being formulated for 
a decided enlargement of the work and 
of the usefulness of the state chemist's 
department. As at present organized, the 
principal duty of that department is to 
inspect and analyse the commercial fer- 
ners sold in this state. In order to 
extend as much as is now possible the 
veefulness of the department, such 
analyses of solls as are found will bene- 
fit many persons in a community, are also 
mi de by the state chemist and his as- 
sistant, so far as they can find time for 
such work. 

The state law provides that every sub- 
stance prepared, manufactured, sold or 
imported for fertilizing purposes, except 
barn yard or stable manure, tobacco 
stems and crude cotton seed, shall pay a 
tonnage tax of 2% cents a ton, to defray 
the cost of inspection and analysis. All 
the southern states have a similar law, 
differing only in details, and the United 
States supreme court, in a recent case 
from North Carolina—Patapsco Guano 
Company. vs. The North Carolina Board 
of Agriculture, 171 U. 8. Re 45 
has upheld the validity of such a ton - 
nage tax to defray the cost of inspection, 
etc. But the supreme court further weld 
that all moneys collected under such law 
must go to the support of the department 
conducting the inspections. 

The state chemist's department in Flor- 
For 
instance, the last annual report of the 
state treasurer, for 188), showa that there 
was paid into the treasury by the chem- 
ist from the inspection fees on commer- 
cla) fertilisers 96,004.01, while the total 
expenses of the chemist's department 
were but $3,618.58, making a balance in 
the department's favor of . d. which, 
under the United States supreme court's 
ruling, should be available for use by the 
state chemist's department. 

The idea of those officials who are in- 
teresting themselves 
te secure from the next legislature enact- 
ments which will enable the operations 
of the chemist's department to be ma- 
terlally extended is that all the money 
received from the inspection of fertilizera 
should be applied to the employment of 
a larger force & the chemist’s laboratory 
and that inspections and analysis shal! 
be made of all foods and foodstuffs pre- 
pared, manufactured. sold or imported 
for use as food or drink for man, horses 
or cattle. e sale of any article of food 
or any food stuffs which are adulterated 
or misbranded will be made an indictable 
offense. 

Connecticut and a few other states now 
have such & food inspection law as is 
proposed for Florida, and it is understood 
that State Chemist W. A. -Kawis, of 
Piorida, will devote considerable space 
in his forthcoming annuak report to set- 
ting forth the benefits wiiich would ac- 
crue to Floridians were such a law en- 
acted in Florida.

We are very much interested in R. I.. 
Garner's recently published work on 
“Apes and Monkeys,” (Ginn & Co.) Mr. 
Garrer has mace this class of mammals 
of profound philosophical 
study and he has made many unique and 
startling discoveries. One of his strong- 
est contentions is that monkeys, within 
certain limitations, Fave spoken languages 
which they constantly emp-oy in carry- 
ing on relations with each other, and he 
even goes so far as to say that he has 
eucceeded in teaching monkeys certain ar- 
ticulate syllables of human speeches, In 
regard to the language in Which monkeys 
converse, Mr. Garner makes this observa- 
tion: 

“Briefly stated the speech of monkeys 
any human speech resemble each other in 
all essential points. The speech sounds 
of monkeys are voluntary, deliberate and 
articulate. They are addressed to others 
with the evident purpose of being under- 
atood. The spenker shows that he is con- 
sclous of the meaning which he desires 
to convey through the medium of speech. 
He awaits and expects a reply. If it is 
not given the sound is repeated. The 
speaker usually looks at the one address- 
ed. Monkeys do not habitually utter 
these sounds when alone. They under- 


own kind. They understand the sounds 
when made by a human being, by a pho- 
nograph or by other mechanical means. 
They understand the sounds without the 
ald of signe or gestures. They interpret 
the same sound in the same way at all 
times, „Their sounds are made by their 
vocal organs and are modulated by the 
teeth, the tongue, the palate and the lips. 

Th®uch Mr. Gerner uses the general 
term “‘monkey"’ in the extract above 
cited, his studies were confined principal- 
ly to the chimpanzee, which is the most in- 
tellicent of the monkey tribes, Moses“ 
is the neme of the chimpanzee which he 
speaks of most frequently in his work 
anni which was the victim of most of his 
experiments. 


Whether throuch accident or bv design, 
the way in which “Eben Holden.“ by Isv- 
ing Racheller, is being brought before the 
pubiic ls something new tn the way of ex- 
citing curtosity and interest about a book.

“Stage Coach and Tavern Daves.” Mrs. 
Earle’s latest contribution to the remi- 
niscent literature of colonial and revo- 
lutionary days (The McMillan Co.), 18 
replete with interesting bits of informa- 
tlon concerning. one of the most pic- 
turesque eras of American development. 
Gathering up the traditional lore asso- 
clated with stage coaches and taverns, 
she has put it into her own rich and 
beautiful English and made it delight- 
fully interesting to all who are fond of 
wandering back over the highways of 
history and taking note of the pecullart- 
ties of life and occupation which charac- 
terized our ancestors. How vastly things 
have changed since then! We have 
never realized the contrast so forcibly 
as Mrs. Earle makes us realize it in her 
charming work. Speaking of this unique 
volume, the New York Times supplement 
an VN: 

The text of the book touches upon all 
phases of stage coach and tavern experi- 
ences, describing old customs and ways, 
and weaving into the general account all 
sorts of old stories, both grave and gay. 

“Some of the laws governing taverns 
were of the oddest. These inns were not 
intended primarily for the convenience 
of travelers, being especially suited to 
the comfort of the neighborhood—a sort 
of club, in fact. Unknown travelers had 
to have their names given to the select- 
men, who, if they. thought these strang- 
ers at all detrimental to the community, 
or likely to prove a burden upon it, had 
the power to warn them out of the neigh- 
borhood, In 1631 the magistrates of Mas- 
sachusetts Bay, in consequence of too 
much levity at weddings, passed a law 
prohibiting dancing on such occasions at 
public houses. 

“It seems odd to read in Mrs. Earle’s 
pages that the use of tobacco in early co- 
lonial days was regarded as far more de- 
grading and wicked than was drinking. 
Both the planting and use of tobacco 
were forbidden, the latter being permit- 
ted in small quantities, ‘for phisick, for 
preservacion of the health, ang that the 


same be taken privately by 
men.“ No one allowed to use to-

anncient . 


one take tobacco ‘publicquely,’ or in his 
own house, or anywhere else before 
strangers. Two men were forbidden to 
amoke together, nor was it allowable to 
amoke within two miles of the meeting 
house on Sunday. It is even more aston- 
ishing to read that in some New England 
towns, even a few years ago, smoking 
was prohibited on the street, travelers 
being greatly astonished on being asked 
to throw away their cigars, Drake, writ- 
ing in 1886, said that he knew men then 
living who had been tried in the Boston 
courts for smoking on the streets: while 
in Connecticut in early days, a great in- 
dulgence was permitted to travelers— A 
man might smoke once.a day during a 
journey of ten miles.’ 

‘Tavern keeping in the old days was as 
much resorted to by women for self sup- 
port as is keeping boardera in our own 
time. The women of those early days 
were ekilled in business. matters and 
competent to manage affairs, so that we 
find record of many licenses being grant- 
ed women to keep ‘victualing houses, to 
draw wine, and to make and sell beer.’ 
These ordinaries increased so fast, how- 
ever, that in 1675 Cotton Mather sald 
that every other house in Boston Was an 
ule house. While this was of course ex- 


u population of nearly 10,000, contained 
thirty-four ordinaries, twelve of which 
were kept by women; forty-one retailers 
of liquor. of whom seventeen were wo- 
men, and a few cider sellers; so that the 
supply seems quite large enough in pro- 
portion to the number of the city inhab- 
itants. ' 
“By the close of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, the word ‘ordinary’ was passing out 
of use, all but a few old fashioned folks 
calling such houses taverns—the word 
‘inn’ being very ttle used in America. 
In the middle colonies ordinaries and 
taverns were as common as in New Eng- 
land, but in the south there were but few 
towns and villages, so that hospitality 
was general, every planter's home be- 


coming an inn, freely opened to travel- 


ers, and without charge. But as early 
as 1668 so many small drinking houses 
existed in Virginia that laws had to be 
passed restricting the number in each 
county to one at the court house, and 
possibly one at the ferry; the magistrates 
trying to restrict the sale of drinks to 
beer and cider. 

The book contains interesting descrip- 
tions of New York city’s inns, and éspe- 
clally of the New York City tavern, 71 
and 73 Pearl street. After 1748 taverns 
multiplied in New York, the English rule 
being shown by the names of these tav- 
erns, Thistle and Crown,’ ‘Rose and 
Thistle,’ The White Lion,’ ‘The King's 
Head,’ and many others. ‘The Province 
Arms’ was most noteworthy, as was The 
City Tavern,’ which filled the entire block 
between Thomas and Cedar streets. 
picture of this house, taken from an old 


from 1824, shows a man sawing wood on 
Broadway. This famous house was kept 
by two old bachelors, Jennings and Wil- 
lard, the latter of whom was never away 
from his post, and even said never to 
sleep. When Niblo opened an uptown 
coffee house and garden it was thought 
a matter of courtesy that Willard should 
be at the housewarming. When the time 
Came to start it was discovered the latter 
had not owned a hat for years, and that 
two blocks away from home had the ef- 
fect upon him of being in a strange city.

HE SIEGE IM PEKIN, CHINA AGAINST 

THE WORLD.” Sy W. A. P. Martin. The 

Fleming M. Revell Comrany., New York, Chi- 

cago and Toronto, publishers. 

Being the first volume which has yet ap- 
peared on the subject of the recent interna- 
tional conflict in China, this work will be read 
with eager interest on both sides of the wa- 
ter: but making its appearince 0 early after 
the cessation of hostilities it may be supposed 
that the work has been hastily and immature- 
ly prepared; and this supposition might hold 
good were it not for the fact that the author's 
whole life time has been one of preparation 
for the task in hand. Dr. Martin Is an Amer- 
Wan who has spent fifty yeare in China as a. 
missionary ard a college professor. With the 
exception of Bir Robert Hart, there is no for- 
elgner whom the Chinese have cateemed more 
highly. He ie the author of “A Cycle of 
Cathay.“ but perhaps hia most important t- 
erary work has deen the translation of ‘‘Whea- 
ton’a International Law’’ and other Englicth 
works into Chinese. For twenty-five years he 
was en instructor in English in the Imperial 
university at Pekin, and two years ago he was 
made pr ident of that iInsticution upon the 
recommendation ef Li Hung Chang. He passed 
threugh the ordeal of the siege at Pekin lam 
summer, and he has returned to this country 
with his rifle on his shoulder and his pen in 
his hand. He has the honor of writing the 
firat book describing the siege. Speaking of 
the work, The Chicago News says: 

„Dr. Martin believes China has forfeited her 
right to continue as an independent nation. 
He says this is the time to draw the dragon's 
teeth, and he advises that it be done by ban- 
ishing the empress dowager, establishing the 
young emperor on the throne with Furopean 
advisers, dividing all China tnto spheres of in- 
fluence, and placing the provincial governments 
in European hands. The author gives a clear 
expjanation of the causes of the boxer revolt. 
The antagonism that created the outbreak was 
threefold—religious, political and economic. 
The important point is that the dowager em- 
press seized upon the defection to destroy the 
foreigners decade she thought she could do 
% without endangering her government. The 
boxers ‘were always secretly encouraged too 
forward—the double-faced dowager mena ing 
Ahem @ith one hand to please the foreigner and 
teckoning them with the cther to please ber- 
self and Prince Tuan.’ cores of missionaries 
and 30.000 native converts were thus mas- 
sacred before the siege in Pekin had begun. 
Dr. Martin divides the siege into two distinct 
periods—one consisting of the first ten days, 
when the foreigners were menaced only by 
boxers; the other of the remaining eight weeks, 
in which hostilities were carried on almost ex- 
clusively dy the government and its soldiers. 


“This book leaves no doubt that the lezation 
party would have been marsacred if the 480 
marines sent to act as a guard had been sent 
forty-eight hours later. Rut this handful of 
courageous men could not have raved the situa- 
tion it they had not been alded by the lern- 
tioners night and day. The women sewed 
sandbags and nursed the wounded. The mis- 
siinaries and dirlomata helped to ent fires 
and to shoot treacherous assailants. deen the 
native converts did an indiepenaable service by 
countermining and keering the borers from 
blowing up the legation. All these elements 
combined, possibly aided by some friendly et. 
forte by Prince Ching at court, kent the enemy 
off until the besieged had become ro strongly 
fertified that they could not be dislodged.

It was in New Mexico, on the river 
trail between Socorro and Mesilla, with 
Jim Haskell driving the buckboard team 
that I first saw a coad runner. The bird 


shuffled and slipped in as I walked. I

“The birds at last seemed to think that 
they had cactus enough for their pur- 
pose ard instead of fetching more, they 
began to roll the outside pieces forming 
the ring over upon the inside. The circle 
narrowed fast, and the cactus fence 
grew higher, as it drew closer about the 
snake. The barricade was half a foot 
high around him, when the snaxe sud- 
denly lifted his head and sounded his 
rattle. At this the birds backed away 
and began to run around the barricade 
flapping their wings, screaming and mak- 
ing feints of attacking the snake, but 
taking good care to keep well out of his 
reach.
